= I haveelſewhere given a particular 

account of ſuch Subjeds, I ſhall at 

= preſent omit their repetitions,and at 

zz this time add ſome other Confidera- 
| bles; and in the firſt place ſay, That 

it aboundeth not onty in thoſe, but is alſo the beſt Rivered 

Country in Exrope : nor doth any region thereof attord ſo 

many noble and uſeful Streams. 
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' On the Faſtfide it is waſhed with that noble and Navi- 
gable River Tibiſc#s,or, the Terfſe,ariſing in the Country of 
Maromornsat the foot of the high Carpathian hills: Which 
having received the —_— or Mariſe, and many Rivers 
into it, runneth into the Dazube, between Varaaine, St. Pe- 
ter, and Belorade. By this River cometh down the great 

quantity 'of natural Stone-ſalt, brought from many Salt- 

mines in Hungary, and Tranſylvania; whereof a great part 
is brought up the Daxabe to all places, as far as Presburg ; 

(it being prohibited to be cartyed any higher) leaſt it

+ A cohifiderable River receiving the Laufſuifz, Pitce , 
Guxcz, and other Rivers into-it, And now lately more 
t famous. » for the defeat of the Twhks, under Acbwet the 

' Grand Vizzer,, by the Imperial Forces, at Ct. Gothard, 
nigh this River. Thedifcourſe hereof was «Freſh, when I 
was at the City of Rab: and many I found, who-ſaw the 
corps of Men and Horſes floating in that ſtreaw. 

Upon the Southern parts, : are confiderable the River 
Drava or Dras, which arifing in the Terrizory of Sa/tz- 
burglars, 2 part of old Nericyws, runneth a long courſt 
through Cerinthis and Hungary, and falleth into-the' Da: 
aube near Erdeed,or old Textebmrginarafter; it hath paſſed 
from its head about three hundred miles. About its en- 
trance into H, it receiveth into i the long River 
Mar; . and, farabove this, nearer its original T found it 
zconſiderable ſtream > havi ng paſſed the ſame by a good 
Bridge as highas Fillach or Villacs, and between Clagenfurt, 
and Mount Lewbell in Carinthie, I paſſed the ſame alſo 
by two lopg Wooden. Bridges, and an Ithand 1 tn the widdle 
betweenthem. 

On the ſame fide is alfo the noe River Saw, or the 
Sev; which ariſing in Cerinthia, entreth the Danabe at 
Relerade: continuing a long courſe of abouc three hun-- 
miles, and fwelling by the accefſion. of wany good.

Gomara: which Stuckizes , an ocular witneſs, conceiveth 
to equal the Po in Ifaly. I am fure, at Freiftar, above fifty 
miles, before it diſchargeth into the Danabe, it isavery 
large Stream, and hath a long Bridge over it ; part/where- 
of was broken down. by the [ce, the ſame yeat when I was 
there. And far above it, nearerthe head., there is alſo a 
confiderable Bridge at Trexſchin, a fair Town; which 
giveth the name unto that Country., and much. reſorted 
unto, for its hot Baths, and:Mineral Waters ; baving no 
leſs chan thirty two plenciful-Springs.

Be- - 


tween Buda and Peſt, there is a Bridge of-Boats over the 


Danube, where it runnethall in one ſtream, of above half 
a.mile long; the beſt I-have ſeen of this kind, and if ' 


Sigiſmund had-lived to efted his defign,. of. making a nota- 


ble Stone-Bridpe in this place , . there had probably-been . 
no Bridge in Ewrope to-compare with it. There is alſo a . 
Bridge at Galocza, formerly an Archbiſhop's Sea,and a hand- - 
ſome and well-contrived Bridge , by Wakovar over the - 
River Walps. But that of Eſſeck; or Murſa of 0'd,is ſcarce - 


ts be parallel'd with any other;built-partly over the Dra- 


v1, and partly over the :Fenns, which: are often overs - 
flowed. The Bridge is five miles at leaſt in length , having + 
Towers built upon it at: the diftance of every quarter of a . 


mile : It is handſomly railed on each ſide, and ſupported 
by great Trees, erected under it; nine or ten in a rank, 


unto-each Arch; That: part of the "Bridge; which was 


built over the Drave#z, was burnt down by Count Nichos 
las Serip, .in the late Turkiſh Wars>between- Leopoldus the 
Firſt, Emperour of Germazxy , and Sultaz Mahomet the 
Fourth :: and isnow ſupplyed by a:Bridge of Boats, fome- 
what-below the: former 3 which I paſſed: over in-Sepreme- 


btr,1669. The Twrks didnot rebuild it in the ſamephce, 
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_ ceaſed, were {o ſtrongly faſtned and hard, that it would 


have coſt them too great a labour, to get them up. - By 
this Bridge the Tyrkyb Forces paſs into Hungary : andat 
this place the unfortunate King Laudovicws thought to have 
Nopped the Twkiſh Army, which marched under Solywar. 
And lately Count Serii undertook a long warch to burn 
the fame, to prevent ſupplies from coming to the ifier, 
who was with his Arwy ino:her parts.of Hungery. 
Andasthereare ſtill many Bridges over the upper Da- 
wwbe , ſohave there alſo been in '©:d time upon the lower, 
or Iftrian part thereof, Darins King of Perſia made a 
Bridge of Boats over that mouth of the [fer, called Oftium 
Satrwm. Nicephorm relates, that Conſtantine built a Stone 
Bridge over it. But the moſt remarkable and admirable 
Bridge, was that, bui:t by the Emperour Ydrias), and 
deſeribed.by Dior the Hiſtorian : whereof there are ſtil! 
ſome ruines, not far from Severi», about twenty Hunge- 
ian.miles from Belgrade. This Bridge canfiſted of twenty 


\pilesof ſquare Stone of an hundred foot high, befides 


the foundation : of ſixty foot in breadth, and the diſtance 
between each of them one hundred and ſeventy foot ; and 
canjoyned by Arches , upon the which was this Inſcri-

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No River aftordeth fo large and peopled Iflands. Be- 
tween Ficegrad and YVacia, there isa fair and large Iſland, 
called St. Azarew's Iſland. Another a little below Buds, 
again(t the welt fide of which ſtands Adom;extendingforty 
miles; and exceeds that of the Ie of May,containing many: 
Villages in it ;. upon part whereof the Tarkiſh Forces en- 
camped,when they came to-raiſe the Chriſtian Siege at Bu-- 
ax,and was the great omiffion and error of the Chriſtians,. 
that they Fortified not in that Iſland... Another, againſt 
Mohatch: another,about the entrance of the Drava : arid 
a new one hard by Belgrade, made by the ſetling of the 
S:4t or Oufe brought down by the Savns; and the Dambe ;- 
where thirty five years ago there was no-face of an Iſhnd,. 
but is now full of Trees ; how this may advantage, or diſ- 
advantage Be/2rade; future times may. ſhew.. | But the 
Turks are ſo ſecure and fearleſs of any Forces, that may 
ever hurt them in: theſe parts, that they have no-confidera- 
tion of ſuch things. And allowing the River Leyts to be 
the boundary of A»ftris; the Ifkndof Schnr, or Infela Ci- 
znorum: will:prove moſt conſiderable of any ;. containing: 
many good Towns, as Comers, Samarien; befides very 
many Villages. And paſſing through it , I found it well 
peopled, and ordered againſt incurſions ;- wherem there 
have been-drvers,” formerly made by Tarks, Tartars, and 
Rebtellions Forces.

NoRiver whatfoever,: ſofar from its diſcharge into the

For the 
Hiſtory delivers, that the Ghriſ#zan Fleet conſiſted of four 


and twenty Galliots, about fourſcore ſmall Pinnaces, 'and 


.litcle leſs then an hundred Ships of Þurthen ,- and other 
great Boats. By the help of ſuch Naval Veſſels Wolfgan- 
214 Hodder did a good-piece' of ſervice, when So/ymaen 
-beſiegedt Vienna ; for he came out of Presharg with armed 
Veſſels, andſunk the Veflels ſent from Baz with the great 


'Ordnance, to batter the Walls of: Vienna. 


- And-as this Country aboundeth in Rivers, ſo is it not 
without ſome notable Lakes, as the Lake Balaton or Plat- 


\ ſee, or Volcea of Old, extending a -great-length- between 


Veſprinium and the Dravus , 'with ſome ſtrong Forts upon 


/it. This Lake put a ſtop unto the cruelty of Solymay's 
-Souldiers, who deſtroyed all from Baaz unto-the Lake 
. +Balaton. And ſince it lyeth on the Eaſt of the River Leyza, 
'we may alſo reckon in the Newſialer Sea, a pleaſant Lake 
ſeven 


erman miles long, and three broad : ſo called from 
Newfidel, a ſmall Town, of one ſtreet and ſome backward 
Houſes, with a ſmall ſquare Caſtle wpon an Hill by it, 


'from wherice I had a good proſpe& over all the Lake. 


In the Commotions of 'Botſcay ; fourteen Villages about 


'this Lake were burnt, by Turks, Tartars, and rebellious

of Pampus, in Paraguay in America, exceedeth all othevs, 
_ as being two Thouſand Miles in Length. And I have 

heard that famous Navigator Captain Narborough ſay,who 

not long ſince, was Commander of the SveeoSabes; and 

made a Voyage in her into the South-Sea ; that there is 
all low Land from the River of Plate, unto the middle 
of the Straights of Magellan. Moſcovia and Poland have 
long Plaines, but many of them Woody, and obſcured 
by Trees ; but none more open and clear plains then 
this Country. The greatelt Plains I have obſerved in 
England, are thoſe of Salisbury, Lincoln, and New-Mar- 
ket. But "theſe are - but long Walkes, compared. with 
thoſe of Hungery; and are exceeded by the plaines of 
Auſtria , from Vienna unto Mount Simmerez , unto the 
Borders of Styria. And though the Upper Hungary ke 
Hilly, and plentiful in Wood ; yetare there large Plains 
below. I Travelled from Vienns to Belprade, abour four 
hundred Miles, upon continued and not interrupted 
Plains ; which often appeared like the Sea , without any 
viſible Eminencies, only a ſhort and plain Wood, by 
Bacna, and Shilberg ; beyond Dotis; and if we reckon 
the fall of this Plain, it will prove much longer exten- 
ding from Mount Kalenberg or Getins, two German 
miles weſtward of Viexna and ſo beyond Belzprade, till 
along the North ſide of the Daxube, unto the Borders of 
Walachia ; which will make a larger extent, than rhe fa- 
mous long Walk from Afera to Lahor in India. This 
Plainneſs of the Country, affordeth an handſome way of 
Travelling in open Chariots, carrying one or two Men 
with a Charioter, drawn by two or three, ſometimes 
four Horſes of a Breaſt ; and room enough to lye down. 
In this manner 1 travelled from Buda to Belgrade, over 
fair large Plains; and- many miles. upon Green-Swarthe,

minys.on Sehremnia, as they naw call it, 

No Country hath £: large a fhare .of Capital Cirxes 
upon. the Dazibe ; for whereas. from the courſe thereof 
from. Une unto Belaraae, there are,reckoned Ten very 
confiderable anes,, there are no leſs then, four thereof, 
that 'is Preſborg , Strigonium, Euada, and; Belgrade ac»

The Tibiſcvs or Teiſſe, is eſteemed the 
moſt Fiſhy River Þ Ewvope, if not inthe Warid ; inſo- 
much, that they have a common ſaying, That it copfifteth- 
of” twa of * Waren , 4d one of Fiſh, And the River 
Batrch which runnes into the Tibiſcus not far from To- 
= is ſo.repleniſhed wich Fiſh, that in-the Summer when 
the River is low, the People fay the Water fmells of Fiſh, 
And this is no finall River , but as I had the account 
froma Commander, who purpoſely made it for me when 
he paſled it, ' was thivty Fathoms broad, and _ # 
eight and an half pra beingof this Figure V 
it could not be well Fiſhed with Netts. Which | 
exceeding fertility: i& any will aſcribe unto. Saline Tin» 
Hures, both.of its owaflream,, and others accefjonary- 
 inO- it, which lick the many natural Salt-Mines | under 
ground, and ſomay carry ſoue principles of fecundity | 
with them, it may admit of conſideration. The Dons:

called Scheyden, a Silurns Geſperi: and above all, there

very good diſh, and ſomewhat like Szurgeop. There are 
ſet Fiſhing-places and Store-houſes upon the fide of the 
Danube ;, whereof the higheſt is above Compra, upon 
Sehut-Iſland, but the greateſt Fiſhing is about Kz/ia, in 
Walachia ; where they falt them, and ſend them into other 
parts; they come out of the Exxine Sea. 

As the Rivers are full of Fiſh, ſo are they covered 
with Fowle, in the Winter; Swans I obſerved none in 
the Dazube, but wany other Fowles ; and ſome Pelicans, 
not far from Belgrade. | | 

As'the Waters are alfo fruitful in Fiſh, ſo the Land a- 
boundeth in other Proviſſons ; and very eminently inthe 
two ſupporters of Life, Bread and Wine : their Bread is 
hardly . exceeded by any in Emwrope; worked up and 
kneaded with long continued: labour ; and ſo made light, 
wholeſome, and well taſted; and at ſo cheap a rate, 
that for two pence as much is afforded there, as twelve 
pence with us in Exglapd. And indeed in all the Turkifb 
Dominions, where T travelled, I met with ſo good and 
well taſted: Bread, that with Wine, it was to me a Feaſt ; 
and with Water a ſufficient Repaſt. Grapes they have 
very delicious and large ; thoſeat Virowichitz by Varia, 
are of eminent Note, Wizzes alſo of a generous and noble 
fort, the Wines of Tokay are highly eſteemed ; the Sirmian 
Winesare very rich and pleaſant , in the South part of 
Hungary: in which Province, the Emperour Probus is 
ſaid to have planted Vines , about Mount Alas, or 4r- 

4ro. In many other places the Wines are very noble ; 
and-ſome brought unto Viera, where there are above thir- 
ty. ſorts of Wines to be —_ from ſeveral _ 
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And as the ground is notunfruitful- in its own nature; 
ſo.chey are not without the pradife of. Good-Hwsbanary:, 
*both 1ntheir. Arable, and Paſture Grounds : eſpecially in 
Hpper-Hungary, and parts not ſubjected ro the Tarks. I 
being there, about the 'end'of February, ſaw every night 
all the Country about us.on- Fire ; occaſioned,. by bur- 
ning the Stubble and Graſs and Hearbs; which af- 
terwards, aroſe with plenty again. - They uſe not 
Barnes, or Stacks -of Corn; but have many deep\ 
and large Caves under Ground , wherein they lay it up: 
fafe, bath from Robbers-and ſudden incurſion of Ene- 
mies. At Cleſch. near Toopolchan-, when the Turks and 
Tartars made their Inroades in. the laſt Warrs, the Peo-. 
ple retired,and hid themſelves. in ſych Cavities;: but ſome 
Turks, fpeaking Schlavonian , toid-them that. ,the Coaſt 
was clear, and the Enemy gone ; and ſo tempting them out 
of their Holes, they were unfortunately deceived into 
Captivity, and carried away into remote Countreys., 
never to be heard of again.. >: boa 
There is. alſo great plenty of Deer, 'Hares,; all ſorts 
of. Poultrey., Partridges , and Pheaſants; great ſtore.of 
Sheep.; whichin divers places, Fave long Spiral Horns; 
and very long curled. Wooll. And Oxem in- great- num- 
bers, whereof tis thought: they ſend an. hundred thou- 
ſand yearly.into Italy; Germany, and: other parts; and it- 
is commonly ſaid , they have enough, to ſerve a- great 
part of Emrope. They are of a- kind of Mouſe-- 
colour ;. and the Eaſtern Company at Viewna hath the pri- 
viledg to bring them, to furniſh that City. | There are 
alſo. Exffels's , whereof they.make no ſwalladvantage, in 
ploughing of their Lands, eſpecially in ſome ſtiff 
Grounds, where they muſt elſe uſe five Yoaks of Oxex to: 
a Plough ;- and one in my cowpany- told me that he had 
been fain to make uſe of. ſix Bufa/o's, to draw a light-

As they exceed in many things, ſothey-are peculiar 
in ſome others; -particularly in their Lazgaage, which is 
proper to themſelves, and different. from any other.. IL 
went to a Church at Bztchka, where the Miniſter prayed 
and Preached ; and though there were a very good Lin- 
auiſt-with me, who ſpake Schlavonian, German, Turkiſh, 
Vulgar Greek, and Italian ; yet could he make nothing of 
it, .or find affinity in it, with any other Language he. 
knew.A- Specimen hereof 1s ſet down by Megsſerus, of the 
Lords - Prayer, inthat Language. Mz. Attyanch Ky vagy 
az meniegbe,, meeh Szentel Teſſeck. az te-newed, &C.. 
In-the like manner we were confounded by.the Language 
of Albania, on the Northward part of Epirys, and weſt: 
of Macedonia. We made uſe of ſome of that Countrey. 
in paſſing the Mountains, who were able to ſpeak ſome 
Schlavonisn : But as for Albaneſe, or their own Language, 
wherein. they were delighted to ſing Day : and Night,. 
as they travelled with us, our beſt Linguiſts , ' bothy 
Turks, and Chriſtians; underſtood, nothing of-it. . ' 

In ſome parts of Hungary, many ſpeak. Schlawo- 
niap , at Freiſtat, which the Hungarians call. Colootz. 
I obſerved, that at the Church, the Sermon-was. in- 
Schlavonian , but at the- Fraxciſcars Church, in Hungas 
rian. This incommunication in Speech, makes them to- 
learn other Languages, and eſpecially the 'Latin, which 
very great- numbers .ſpeak , eſpecially the. Gentry and 
Souldiers-, and I ſcarce met with any elſewhere , who: 
ſpake it more ready, then the Noble Graff Sacchy, Gover- 
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, mour of Dotis, atid his Lieutenant Elveay. IT tavealſo 
” met© with Coachmen, Watermen, and mean Perſons, 


who could make themſelves underſtood thereby, 

The Latin-Tongue is very ſerviceable in Hungaria and 
Tranſyluania: But below Belgrade of littie-help unto a 
Traveller, where that farr extending Language, the Schla- 
wonian., prevaileth. And indeed, with the helpof two 
Languages, German, and Schlavonian, a man may make a 
ſhift to Travel from Hamburg to the Borders of Tartary, 
and to  Conftantineple. And I have heard that the Schla- 
wontan a'one is underſtood from eMkelberg in Germany 
to the Caſpiar Ses. And before we come to Belgrade, 
the Schlavoriarn enters again.; which is alſo ſpoken in 
Serwia, Bulgaria, Romania, anda great part of Macedonia; 


and in ſomany other *Countreys, that with'this Language

Though the Hungarians want not Ingenuity , Induſtry, 
and ſufficient parts for Learning, and. liberal Arts; yet 
have they been more addiced unto eMartial affairs, than 
unto deep Learning : Even the Biſhops and Clergy-men 
proving ſtout Souldiers ; and no leſs than ſix Biſhops were 
flain, with their King Ladovices , in that fatal Battle of 
eMobatch. | 

Some report, and others believe, that the famous Poet 
Ovid dyed and was buried in Hungary at Sabaria, ſeated 
at the confluence of the Rivers Guztzs and Regnitz be- 
fore they run into the Rab. Where it is reported, that 
he having been baniſhed unto Toms, near the Exxine Sea, 
was at laſt recalled, andin his return towards Izaly dyed 
at Sabaria, Where 'tis faid his Fomb was found with 
this Epitaph, made by himſelf:

Before I came into Hungary, I-obſerved no ſhadow 
or ſhew of the old Pyrrhical Saltation,, or Warlike way 
of Dancing, which the Heydzcks pradiſe in this Country. 
They dance with naked Swords in their hands, advancing, 
brandiſhing and claſhing the ſame; turning, winding, ele- 
vating; and depreſling their bodies with ſtrong and adtive

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motions ; ſinging withal unto their meafures , after_the 
manner of the Greeks. | : 
The mighty -Acs of Attila, King of this Country, to- 
gether withthe numerous Forces he brought. out of theſe 
and the neighbouring parts, are very remarkable.;z where-- 
by he over-ran a conſiderable part. of Germany, and a, 
great part of [Italy : Sacked and burnt Aquilera.; and 
fought that memorable Pattel with e715. the Roman 
General, in Gampis Catalonicis, near Tholonſe ; wherein 'tig 
faid were ten. Kzngs preſent, and about two hundred. 
thouſand ſlain : of which is alſo obſervable, the Gene-. 
rals on both fides were of theſe parts ; for. 
Attila was a Hunne , and eAftin a Mezſian,.or. 
Servian, of the neighbour Country. Andin ſucceeding, 
ages, how far and widely the Kings of Hungary enlarged 
their Dominions ,. beſides many Hiſtorical Accounts, is: 
teſtified at their Coronation, by ten Berzers carryed by: 
Great perſons: wherein. were.repreſented Ten Provinces 
of+ that Kingdom ; that is, Hangaria, Dal-: 
matia, Croatia; Schlavonia,. Galiſia, Raſcia 5 
; | Serwia, Bulgaria, Boſnia, and Ludomiria. | 
This Country hath given the longeſt. top unto the 
Twrkiſh Conqueſts, and farther intruſion into the Weſtern 
parts of :Earope. For moſt, which they have already ob- 
tained, hath been'upon the advantage of- the Hungarian 
Diviſions, -and:theirownſubtilty and falſe practiſes; and 
Solyman , by\ſuch falſe and low dealings, ſurprized the - 
Capital City of Buda. And although the Turk hath now 
obtained the beſt part of. the Country, yet almoit a third 
part Temaineth -out:oft his power, and inobedienceto the 
Empcrour; as King. of Hunzara:-. as 'almoſt all Upper 
Hungary, from Presbarg unto.

Near the Town of Deva or Deves, was found great 
ſtore of Treaſure, by the Peaſants of the Country, under 
an Ancient Caſtle or Palace, all ruined and decayed. 
The Rain continuing a long time , and the Water running 
with a forcible current, there was diſcovered an infinite 
company of Golders Medals : uponone fide of which was 
Coyned the Image of 'Lyſimachw,. on-the other ſide a-

Storm and rage of water being paſt , and the Sun ſhining 
_ antheſe, made a marvellous glittering ;; which perceived 
bythe Peaſants , they rewained raviſhed with joy; and 
taking themup, they alſo found'a Golden Serpent : which 
afterwards General.

In the Old: Roman Towns, through which I paſſed;

In the Coins 
tries of Serviaand Boſna, the 4rmenians and Jews make - 
Colle&ions, and ſend them to Ragyft ; from whence the 
greateſt part is carryed into Italy, I. muſt not omit one 

Copper Coyn of the Emperour Fulizs Philipprs, which I 
found comman in thoſe parts, and very rare in others ; it 
hath on the Obverſe, the head of :Philippms, with this .

City of VIENNA, I took a Journey 
into Hungary, to view the Copper, Sitver, 
and Gold Mines in thoſe parts.

through A«ſtria, Styria, Carinthia, Garniola', and Frinli ; 
and ſoon after my return to Vzexna,: I met with an oppor- 
unity, which carryed me unto the Oftomar Court, which:

City of LARISSA in Theſſaly. You are not to expe 

the Names of all places, which. I paſſed; yet divers you 

will find mentioned, which are not to be found in Mapps ; 
except you have ſome more exac, than any I have met.

Between Viezna and Presburg, above the confluence of 
the RiverMarck with the Daniel could not but take no-. 
tice of the. Town of Petroxett, and Haymbure Hill and Ca- 
ftle. Petrenell is conceived to have been Old Carnnntiyatfia 
ftrong Hold of the Parnonians, in vain attempted b 
Ramans, an hundredand feventy years before the Incar-.

I had been formerly at Petrozell, to inform my ſelf in 
the noble Ruines and Antiquities thereof ; where I met 
'with variety of Medals, Inſcriptions, remainders of anoble 
Aquzdutt, and the Remains of a goodly Fabrick, which 
I theught might be the ruine of a Temple of Fazxs , but 
.it is conceived to have been a Triumphal Arch, erected in 
-memory of. a great Vidory over the Pazzoriars, and Dal- 
-watians, by Tiberins , in the Ninth year of our Lord. 
My noble Friend, Perris Lambecias, hath ſet forth the Fi- 
gure of one ſide thereof (in the Second part of his De- 
ſeription of the Imperial Library, ) and'of the back part 
TI took a draught wy ſelf. This, and other Carnuntine 
Antiquities may be ſeen in the ſame Author ; and more ay 
be expecged., when that Worthy -perſon ſhall pleaſe to 
publiſh his Carnuntum redivivum. 


In this place, the Emperour Aztoninus Philoſophas, in 
order to. his Wars with the e Marcomanyni, now Moravians, 
relided the fpace of three years, and dyed at. Vindobona, 
now Viewna: and here Severus was elected Emperour by 
the German Legions. But this noble and Ancient City 
'was ruined, in after-times, by A4z#ila the Huzze , in his 
Incurſions into theſe parts : Yet, there are ſtill remaining

Crowns. The Gardex of the Arch-Biſbop is very fair ; _ 
the Walks, the Grotto's, the figure of Feropime , the La- Y 
birynth , Fiſh-ponds,and Fountainsare Noble. In the Dome, 3 
or Gathedral Charch,lyeth the Body of St. Fohannes Elte- 
woſynarins, Biſhop of Alexandria. The. Feſuits have a part 
of the ſame Church, and a noble Apothecaries Shop, full of 
Rarities. * The Lutherans haveallo a fair Church here.

The Maſter 
of the Houſe was thought'to hold ſecret correſpondence 
with a FraxciſcaFrier of Peſt, and to give intelligence of 
Qccurrencies unto the Miniſters of State at. Gomora, Rab, 
ind Viewns ; he prevailed with me to pena Letter in' La- 
tize and Italian; wherein I was not unwilling to:gratifie 
him ; becauſe it contained nothing , beſides an account of 
tome priſoners, and the encroachment of the Armenian 
Merchants upon the.

Arriving at Belzrade ; I paſſed by the water Caſtle, and:

From hence , by ſſber, we-cam® to Pyrlpe , firſt paſling 
the high Mountains of Pyrlipe in Macedonia, which ſhine 
like Silver, as thoſe of Cirſſnra; and , befide eMoſcovia 
Glaſſe , may contain good Minerals in their bowels. The 
Rocksof this Meormtain are the moſt crapgy that I have 
ſeen ; and mally ſtones lye uponſtenes, withour any earth 
abont thetn, and apon a ridge of a Mountain many Steeples 
high ſtands' the ſtrong Caſtle of Marco Crollowirz, a man 
formerly famous in thefe parts. - 

Then through a plain Country we came to eMonafter 
or Toh, a great place, well peopled, and pleaſantly feat- 
ed, Here the Sultana, who was great with child at Lariſſe, 
was defigned to be delivered, and lye in.

Before we defcendedthe Hill , which-leadeth 
to this Town,we hada fight before us of the famous Mount 
Olympus , about ſeventy miles off ; and onthe left hand'we 
ſaw the Lakes of Perricki, and Oftrova; they havea Tra- 
dition, that one of thee Lakes was made , by taking great 


ſtones our of the ſide of the Hills, whereby the Subrerma- 
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-- neous: water, finding vent ,..over-flowed the Neightouy 
' We came afterwards to. Egribygia , where we again left 
the Plaines , and travelled over high rocky Hills to $4, 
. riggiole. Whence paſſing through the River Injzcora,. we 
came to Sarvitze, 2 noted place, built partly upon an 
Hill , and partly inthe Plaine.. The Chriſtians Itve moſt in 
the upper part, the Tzrks in the lower :. there is alſo a Ca- 
tle upon.avery high Rock, not farr from hence ,. we went 
through a paſlage ;. cut through the Rocks ; li ke tO a;great 
Gate, and a ſwal] River. paſſing a:ſo.through it , which 
maketh a faſt Paſſe , and commandeth the paſſage of this 
Country, which put me in mind of /«.Chisſa., in the Fuliar 
Alpes, between Venſone and Ponteva.; which. paſſage the 
Venetiens ſhut up every night., we took noticealſo ig,our 
Journy.,: of the firſt rarkiſh Moſchea ,, which, was bullt in 
theſe parts, upon that place , where the Turks firſt relted, 
after they had taken the. ſtrong Caſtle, and pailage of Say-. 
witza,. Here we alſo paſſed by a Hill of a fine red Earth, 
whereof they make Pots and Veſſels , like. thoſe of Portu- 
gal Earth, whichare of eſteem all about theſe parts. We 
Proceeded over dangerous. Rocks., in narrow hanging 
-ways, ſtill on: Horſe-back ; although we had little plea- 
fare to look down-the Przcipices on one hand ,. and ſee 
:the.carkaſſes of Horſes in ſome places , which had: fallen 
. down and broke their necks. Afterwards we had the 
-Mount Olymprs.on our left hand , till we came to 4leſſone 
or. Aleſw#x , a conſideraþle place ; where there is a Greek 
: Monaſtery, and Monks of the; Order. of St. Befil._ The 
- Monaſtery was of. a different kind of building from any, 
I had then ſeen. From hence paſſing over a River, . we 
entred into.a round P:ain , of about five miles over ; with 
divers. Towns pleaſantly. ſeated mit. Then over an Hill 
_- again, which is a Spur of Mount Olwpes ;- upon the tap

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Kgce unto-Paſtengers on both fides, that thoſe parts were 
free from thieves. -From this -Hill as we deſcended, we 
hadgpo2d Proſped of the Plaines of Theſſaly ; and' at the 
foot of-it, - we turned to the left; and aifores a River, 
which runneth from under a rocky Mountain, not-in ſiwnall 
Springs , but the whole body of the River together; and 
then through Vineyards, and Cotten Fields, to Torzove, 
and from thence to Lariſſa, where the Ortoman-Conrt re- 
faded : of which places we ſhall ſpeak more hereafter. 

In qurreturn, welefcthe road , about Kaplantth., and 
turned unto Skopis , a City of great Trade, and the largeſt 


in theſe parts. Scopia or Scupi of Prolomy ; named -Uſcopiz 


by the Turks , 1s ſeated in the remoteſt parts of Meſzz Su- 
perior, or the Confines of Macedonza, at the foot of Mount 
Orbelus, upon the River Yardar ,- or. Axins, ina pleaſant 
and plentifull Country , ſeated partly on Hills, and partly 
on Plaines. © It was firſt a Biſhops ,- afterwards an Arch- 
biſhops See ; ſtill a pleaſant -and populous place, :There 
are ſeven _—_— Tanners in it, and they tannein great. 
long Troughs of ftone, and make excellent Leather, where« 
with they furniſh other'-parts. [There are: ſome handſome 


Sepulchral Monuments, and many faire Houſes, as thatok - 
the Cadih , and that belonging to the Emir, or one of Ma- 


homets Kindred, whoſe Father was of great eſteen1'in theſs 
parts. - In-the;Coprt-yard of the Emir's Houſe , ſtands a; 
reinarkable and peculjarly contrived Fountain , in manner; 
of a Caſtle, ſet round with many Towers , out of the tops 
whereof the water ſpringth forth. - Their beſt Houſes are 
forniſhed with rich Carpets to tread upon : and the Roofs 

divided-into triangles, quadrangles-3-and other Figures;: 
fairly guilded.andpainted with ſeveral:colours,biit withs- 
out any Imagery or:Repreſentation, either of Animal.or: 

Vegetable. Here is alfoa faire Bezeſian,covered with lead;

are faire both within and without the Town: Funny pod 
Þy Treesand pleaſant HillsandDales, - . 
. '- There are a great number of Mofthex's br ib. 
Churches. The faireſt is on a Hill , and hath a large Por- 
Zico before it , ſupported by four tharble Pillars ; 5 near 
which is a Tower-of wood with a Clockanda Belt in it; 
from whence I had a good Proſped of the City. There is 
alſoan Arch, which ſeemeth to be Ancient, and a rivoler 
running under it. A large Stone alſo, which ſcemeth 19 
. þe pare of a Pillar,with this Inſcription SHIANO.A lit- 
fle way out of the City, there is a noble Aquedsi# of Stone, 
with about two hundred Arches, wade from one-Hill zo 
another , over the lower ground or Valley , between which 

- isa bandfome Antiquity , and addeth to the honour of = 

place. When Mavomet the firlt conqueredthis City , he 
placed a Colony of Aftaticks init ,, which maketh it the 
-Great Adtions have been performed here- 
abouts, in the time of the Romans , particularly by Regil- 
hare ; asis teſtified by Trebellizs Pollio, that he won 1o 
many Battels , and carried on ſuch mighty things at Seups, 
that hedeſerved a Triumph. Hereabouts alſo ſtood Pare- 
apolts; and Hipianaum. 
The Sexzieck of this place is under the Beglerbep of Re- 

. welia or Grecia, A Trade is driven from RR to Bel- 
grade , and to Theſſelnics or Selonichi,, and many ocher 

. T have been moreparticular concerning this Ci- 
wy, becauſe Geographers paſſe it over in a few words ; and 
Feould never meet withany , who had been at ite. 

From hence we travelted roCaſbapich a Fortreſs that com- 
wands thepatſage betwzen the Hills 5 and afterwards ad- 
. vaicedſo farr,, as to enter the famous Plaines of Gofſpws, 

of Senna et ; oirroghd {ao 
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thar was ever brought into the Field in .Emrope , conſiſting 


of five hundred thouſand men, nnder Lazarus Deſpot of 


Serwia , fought with the Forces of Ammrah the firſt, and 
loſt the day. In which Battel Lazarus was ſlain : and 4- 
murah, viewing the dead bodies', was ſtabbed by Mzchael 
Gobilovitz, a Chriſtian Souldier,left for dead in the Field. 
Ammwrah hath in theſe Plains a memorial Monument unto 
this day ; and that part is called the Field of the Sepul- 


chre : in the ſame Plaines was alſo fought that remarkable . 


Battel between Hunniades and Mahomet, for three days to- 
gether ; where Hunniades, having very unequal Forces, 
was at laſt over-thrown. | 

So we proceeded forward to Preſtina , a good Town, 
' and where we expecGed good accommodation ; but having 
entred into a fair Room, we found a man lying down in it, 
ſick of the plague. So we conſulted our ſafety, and ſtayed 
not long ; and having a Gypſie to our Guide, we travelled 
through a Country thinly inhabited ; bur fruitfull and 
pleaſant, and were much refreſhed with fair Corneltons, 
which grew plentifully in the ways: we paſſed alſo by 
an hot Bath ,, alittle 'on the right hand. The Bath is in an 
arched Room, well built , and very refreſhingunto Travel- 


lors, it hatha red Sediment, and is impregnated with a # 


. ſuccies lapideſcens, and maketh a gray Stone. It is within 
two hours going of Bellacherqua or Curſumnt,where I ob- 
ſerved a Convent andan old Church, with two handſom 
Towers: From whence paſſing over the Hill Feſnebatz, 
we came to Eſpelleck , between the two Morava's, and ſe 
by a Caſtle upon a Hill , near unto which is a noted Con- 
vent, wherein 1s kept the body of Kezez Lazarus, and 
the body of St. Romanw, and ſo proceeded. But I muſt 
not forget to ſay ſomething of Lar:ſſa. |

The Grand Signio7 kept his Court in this place for ſome 
years, inorder to his Afﬀairs in:Cazaz, and for thegreat 
convenience of Hunting and Hawking , wherein he excee- 
 dingly delightecth When I came away , it was faid, that he 
would go to Negroponte ; but he remained at Lariſſa ſome 
months afcer , untill he removed to-Saboricht, and after- 
wards.to Aarianople. - bin =>, 8 

Inthe hot and dry Summer 1669. the Grand Signior 
paſſed above two months of that ſeaſon upon the Neigh- 
 bouring Mount Olymprs, partly that he might have a large 

Proſpedt over the Plains, zanda part of the eAipefer Sea, 
" and partly to enjoy freſh Ayr , and be removed from the 
choaking heat of the Valleys ; but this humour proved 
deſtruive to ſome hundreds of thoſe, which attended 
him ; for it became ſo cold upon the Hill, that many, who 
reſorted unto him; being over-heated by aſcending the 
Mountain , and then pierced by the .cold Ayr above, fell 
ſick, and dyed'; andoften m ſuch places, where there was 
ſcarce earth enough to bury them: The S#/taz himſelf fel] 
alſo into a diſtemper, bur it laſted but three or four days : 
of Horſes and Camels not a few periſhed. The Su/ts»x,who 
is a deſperate. rider, killed one of his beft Horſes, by 
forcing him up noted peak of the Mountain , called Py. 
t#hagon or Kiffugen,where few or none could follow him 3 he 
wasalſo ſo daring, that he would have leaped on Horfe- 
back over a Fifſire or Cleft in the Rocks ina bravery ; 
and yas ſcarce with-held from that bold attempt, by the 
prayers. and importunity of his chiefeſt.followers.: Many 
ao periſbed by drinking of a Spring of a whitiſh'colour 
upon the Hill; in their heats and thirſt , contrafted by af- 
cending the Mountain ; they complaining of a coldnefs 
ang rr hag at their tomach for three or four days before.

The Greeks ( who are. forward to'magnifie the Con- 
cerns of their Country,) ſpeak highly of Mount Olympus : 
and Homer would have it tobe the habitation of Fupzrey, 
and the Gods,and to be without Clouds ,-but ntomeſonie- © 
Parts of the Alpes {ſeem much higher; *and 'Þ have. ſeen. 
Clouds above it ; and in Septemberithere appeared no 
ſnow upon it, which the high Peaks in the Alpes, Pyrenean, 
and Carpathian Mountains , beſides many others in Exrope, 
are never without. And Olympme allo was plentifully fup- 
pliet with it upon the firſt rain that fell in that Country ;

bits : and alſo went frequently tothe great Moſches, I 
had a full view of him, as he came out oof his Palace, to go 
unto his devotion. Before he came our, divers. brave 
Honſes richly capariſonned ,- were mounted by divers'of 
' his Attendants , nobly attyred , and rode about the Court- 
yard; ſo that he, looking out of the window,made chajce 
of which he liked beſt, and would:then makeuſe of. -. © 
- At his firſt appearance abroad;great acclamations were 
made , low bowings from all, bothnear 'and:at adiſtance-; 
theStreets were: made clean, and a Faniſarywas placed at: 
every corner, to provide, that there might be no hinderance 
Y in the way. The Chiauſes rode before, the Shatters,or great 
Courtiers;about twenty four followed on foot ; and imme-

. fore their Caps, very large, and ſpread, and about afathom 
' high ; which ſhaking as they walked, were high enough, 
beth to ſhade and fan his face as he rode.

were led after him, and divers perſons followed, carrying 
Cuſhions and Pillows to the Moſchea. Before he came ouc 
of his Palace, I obſerved many gallant perſons in the 
Porch, which-the Ghiaus, who walked with me, told me, 
were perſons of the greateſt quality in Twrky. 
The Grayd Signtor was then under thirty years of age, 
well ſet, ſomewhat ſhort necked, inclining to fatneſs , his 
complexion ſallow naturally, and much heightned: by. fre- 
quent riding about in thoſe hot Countrys. He hath avery 
ſtrong body , and healthfull , and is a hard rider ; hath a 
ſtern look, and yet would ſpeak kindly unto perſons, and 
_ encourage the people abroad to approach him, taking no 
delight inthe cryes,and frights, and flying away of the In- 
habitants ac the fight of him , orany of his Officers, The 
Grand Vifter carried divers Chriſtian Chyrurgions with 
him to Cazdzz , but T heard of no Phyſitian of Note about 
the Grand Signior. The Sultan took great liking toa pri- 
vate Twrkiſh Prieſt , whom he met withall by chance in 
Theſſaly, and made him his Chaplain ; bur the report was, 
that a famous Prieſt was coming to him. En 
Achmet, the Prime Vifter , being abſent, the Chaymachans 
or Deputy Viffer difpatchedall Affaires of State here, and 
had the beſt Houfe tn the City. The Emperours Reſident 
had three Interpreters, who, upon-a[l occaſions, were made 
uſe of in addrefles unto him, andby whom we-were' in- 
formed of the moſt conſtderable occurrencies ; 'they being 
civil perſons and good Linguifts. _ j | 
The Swltane was alſo at Lariſſs much beloved by the 
Sultan , by birth a Canadtor , littte of ſtature, fomewhat 
marked with the ſmall Poxe; ſhe was then with childe,and 
was to-goto lye in at Moznafter , a great and pleaſant Town 
tn Macedonia; which being a place, we were to paſs, pro» 
 vedagreat convenience unto us ; for, in order to her bet» 


ter journy., the High-ways were plained , Hills made pat* 
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ſab'e.,. with Broad-ways and Bridges over: Rivers:, to 
. the great {abour of. the Inhabitants ; who notwithſtan- 
ding were not.unready ,, towake a Bridge for ſuch great 
ones to.paſs out oftherr Country ;. for at the firſt approach 
of the Grand Signivr., a great number of the Greeks for- 
ſook-their habications, for fear of him and his Attendants, 
and left them unto the Tarks ; but. were reca:led again by 
his-command. . | | 

The. Grand Signior's Son.was alſo with him there , about 
ſix.years old. | | | 

I went with Oſman Chiaus to ſee theChaymachaw's houſe, 
but.eſpecially ro hear his Muſick , which was accounted 
the beſt in T#rky. Where I heard the loudeſt, yet not un- 
peaſant Muſick., I ever met with ;.ten.men atonce playing 
in an apen high Reom upon large. Wind-inſtruments, which 
they-miſle not to.do at.certain hours of the day. . 

. In.the Town I alſo heard ſome Twrkiſh. Songs , but eſpe- 
6ially concerning Sabata Sewi.,. the famous Fewiſh Impo= 
ſtor. ,. who had made a great noyſe in the-world , and how 
Cuſſum Baſha ſo handled him,. that he: was glad to-.turg 
Turk. This Cuſſum Baſha , is a perſon much honoured by 
the Tewrks, and cryed up for his great skill and praGiiſe in 
Phyſick.;. an Art not much known amongſt them. He is 
now Vifier of Erzrum in Aſi; is married to one of the 
Grand Signior's Siſters , and lives with her ; and was for- 
merly Vifier of Budz., and upon that account well known 
to the Germans. Here I met alſo witha French Book,con- 
cerning eMzchael Cigalz, another Impoſtor , who had de- 
ceived the Emperour , and the-King of Frazce, and other 
Chriſtian Princes.. Which, the Interpreter to-the Reſident 
told me, the Tarks verymuch laughed at; and that he was 

a Grecas born, and not a Wallachian. Of- Paddre Otto- © 
anne, who was thought to he the Grand Signiors Brother, 
naw a Dominican-Frier ; and whom I bad ſeen at Turin ,-I 
could hear hothing. 8 " There

| There were many thouſand Souldiers, and Horfes,in and 
about the City , and five thouſand Camels for the ſervice of 
the Grand Srgntor , which being of different magnitudes, 
ages, andthe bunches on their backs of difterent ſhapes, 
and in ſame variety of colours, and treading ſoft, and with 
litzle noyſe , afforded mea pleaſant fight , when they were 
led by my lodging to watering at the River. 

When we read, that Mardonius , the Perſian General of 
of the great Army of Xerxes, wintered in Theſ= |, 
ſay ; Et is no ſmall teſtimony of the fruitful- 77s, * 
nefle of that Country ; and though the number | 
of men was here very great at this time, yet was there no 
want of proviſion , but all very cheap; in a vidualling 
houſe, Icould dine with roaſt and boyled', and Sherbet 
for the value of ſix pence, and at an eaſie rate could ob- 
lige Turks and Chriſtians with a meal , which they would 
take very kindly. 

The Place was alſo extraordinary populous: there be- 
ing at that time ſuch a mixed multitude in it. Yet was 
the City in very goodorder, and quietneſs. An Officer 
with a club in his hand, accowpanied with about twenty 
perſons, walking about the Streets, and puniſhing all per- 

ſons drunk , quarelling, clamorous, or aing any thing a- 
_ gainſt good manners. | 

When I was there in September 1 669. it was very hot 
weather,and many were ſick of Feavers,and Agues ;as they 
were at that time in moſt parts of Emrope, and at my re- 
eurn into Ezglayxd I found inany languiſhing under Quar- 
tan Agues, who had been taken therewith about that time. 
They were thenalſo intheir vintage , and we had the op- 
portunity of taſting their Muſt and new Wine; and the 
ſtri&er T»rks,who would netbe tempted withWine, would 
be much delighted, to take a little in the Muſt. 

During the hot ſweating ſeaſon, we went often to the 
Ia Barber, 
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Barber, who would: handſomely perform his ets and 
much to our refreſhment ; trimming every man. KC, 
to the faſhion of his Country. - 3 

The Greeks have a place, of thebredthof a.Dollar , left 
bare upon the top of their Crowns; and then let. the hair 
grow round it , the bredch. of two fingers, more or 
leſſe ; after which they ſhave all the reſt of their head, 
and wear it bare. 
The Croatian, hath one ſide of his head ſhorn , and the 
other ſide is neither ſhorn nor cut , but the hair; is-let. to 
grow as long as it will. The Hungarian ſhaves his whole 
head , except his fore-top. The Polapder., weareth his: 
haixe ſhort cut \ ſa as it cometh down tothe middle of his 
forehead, and the middle of his: ear,; The: Txrk ſhaves 
his whole head ,. except. a. lock upon his Crown. The - 
Erancks ſhave not their heads , but wear their hair long, 
as with us, onely for the more amicable converſe, and that 
nothing about them might Þe ofienſive to thoſe, whom they 
live amongſt , they often tuck it -up under their CapSe . 
The Greek Prieſts, aiſo neither ſhave nor cut their hair , 
but wear it as Jong as it will grow ; and many: of them 
have thick heads of- hair ; but thoſe , that have leaſt , re- 
ceive.moſt refreſhment here. The party; to be ſhaved , fit-' 
tech low; and the Barber hath the. better advantage, to. 
ſhave much at one ſtroke, he lays on-very-much ſoap:; and 
holds his Rafor as a Knife , and' in a few ſtroaks finiſheth 
his work. There isa veſſel of water with a Cock hanging 
over their heads, which the Barber openeth as. he pleaſeth, 
and kts fall the-water on them, 

Inoneof theſe Barbers-ſhops inthe City: of- Lara I 
ſaw an ancient large Tomb of Stone of a Faſpis:green- c0- 
lour,a noble Monument , but taken little notice of, there, 


and the Barberhad cayſ ed a hole to be diggee through the

I was in ſome dev, how we ſhould be accommodated.

Market-place for ſuch purpoſes, to change them into Me- 


dznes, Aſpers, and five fals-pieces, whereof there was 25 Pl end: | 


ty. in thoſe parts. 


The oreat trading (Streets were covered., 23S iN other | 
great Twrkiſh Towns; The Shops are ſinall, but well fur- - 


niſhed ; wherein hang all commodities, which way be had 


in a larger wanner , if defined. The Shop- -keeper ſets like - 
a Taylor in;his Shop , and ſo fells his Commodities unto - 


his Chapwany who commonly ſtands in the: Street. . For 04

Though I have beenmuch pleaſed at the fight of the fine .

that of the Lowvre in Paris: The Vice:Roy's of Naples. 
The Duke of Saxozy's noble Stableat Dreſden, and Count 
Walleſteyne's at Pragse in the laſt of which each Horſe hath 


a Marble Pillar by him, eats his Provenderout of a Man- 
ger of. poliſhed Marble upona Pediſtall of the ſane, pla- 


ced ina Mechja in which hangeth alſo his rack of hams - 


mered Steel', and over his head on one fide his:Picure as 


big as the life. Yet thoſe gallant Horſes, I beheld at-La- - 
riſa, were ſurprifing unto me , choſen from all parts of 


the T; rurkiſb Empire ; whichwereq richly equipped with 


Bridles and-Sadles fet with pretious Stones; and withall 
ſo tender mouthed and traGable, that it wasa great de- 


light to behold them. I ſaw ſome Tarrarian Horſes, which 
are of RO elteem,for hardineſs, laſting, & ſ wifegeſs: bur - 
unſi Wy. 
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unſightly, and promiſe little, and when Gha Gags Jgs, Em- - 

. baſſadour from the Cham of Tartary , prefented ſome of 

' them to the Emperour of Germazy, at. firſt ſight, I thoughr 
them buta pitifull preſent..

The Greek Merchants ſome: of: them learn the Italian 
Tongue, in order to their Commerce : whichmakes that 
Language of good uſe unto a traveller in theſe parts, where 
French: and Latine are in-a manner uſeleſs. The Fews 
ſpeak commonly Spaxifh , as they do in eMacedoma , Ser- 
- via, and Bulzaria ; and High-Dutch in Hungarin. 

L was in Theſſaly , ata very dry ſeaſon , and ſome confi- 
derable Rivers were low, and ſmall ones dry;yet one I oþ- 
ſerved,about ſeven miles on this ſide Toryowo,to flow plen- 
tifully from under a rocky Mountain ; not in ſinall ſprings 
or ſtreams ; but the whole body of the River came from 
under the Hill. The Country however in genera] was very 
hot anddry.,. and I could not but think. , what a different 
face it now had, from that, in the time of Deucalioz King of 
Theſſaly ; when that memorable deluge. happened in this 
Country , which ſome affirm, to have lafted an whole win- 
ter ; occaſioned by ſome ſtopping of the River Penexs, 
and its current into the Sea; into which River moſt of 
the others nf, and ſo an inundation nuſt follow in ſuch 
a Country as Theſſaly , which is plain, and encompaſſed 

with Hills. And ſomealſo conceive, that in the firſt times 
all this Country was under water, till an Earthquake di- 
vided the Mountains of Offa and Olympus, and made a free 
paſſage for Pexers, to paſſe by FA e into the Sea. In 
Macedonia., between Comonaua , and Filurina , at a place 
called Ecciſſo Verbeni , where I ſaw plentifull Springs of 
| Mineral waters , Thad alſoa ProſpeGt of two great Lakes: 
one whereof, the people have a Tradition, that it firſt hap- 
pened by taking preat ſtones out of the fide of a Mountain 
whereupon there -ifſued- out ſuch a flood of water, as to

of the Turks had beenſurprized , and had loſt their lives 
by them.. | 

Many famous Battels have been fought in the- plains of 
Theſſaly ; and a greater thenany there might have been, if

of their faſt places, and fight with them in Theſſaly ; where 
there were Plains and open places enough , wherein. to

The Theſſaliars are an handſome race of people, baving.

ſanguine, much like our freſh complexions in England : (o-: 


that Strangers much-admired the women , and ſpoke often | 
of the bel ſangue de' Greet ; or fair blood of the Grecians: . 
The Macedonians , who live inthilly Countries, are-of a - 


courſer complexion : and the Moreans., or Peloponeſians, 
who live more South-ward, incline untoa ſwartineſs. 


They have allways had the name of good Horſe-men, . 


and-the Country ſtill aboundeth in good Horſes. .. They 


have ajſo great Bufſalo's, eſteemed the largeſt in Greece, Ex - 


_ cept thoſe of Sanra Maurz in Epyrue. There are atfo large- 
and well-coloured Tortoyſes , of a fine yellow and-black ; : 
and eſteemed very good meat. But the Turks laughed at the - 


Chriſtians , for feeding on ſuch food , where they might. 


haye - 
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The Country -micchnoerh very 5 fiir, and delicious 
Figs Whremuaclons , the largeſt and moſt pleaſant I bave 
raſted;' which were very :refrefhing unto us, as alſo fair 
_ and delicate Powegranates., Orenges, Leninons, and Ci 
' trons, Vines, which are low, like thoſe about Moneve r, 
and not ſupported ; but the branches and cluſters grear, 
and the Grapes as bigas good Damſons., and of a delicious 
taſte: The Wine of the Country 1s rich., but much thereof 
barha-refinous taſte, or tang of the Barache. | 

They plant Tobacco, andeſteem it better , then what is 
Sea 4 from other parts ; as being more ſtrong and pun- 
gent. The Fields are T pread with Seſamum , aud Cotton 
Trees, but the Trees. grow low., yet make a fair ſhow. 
' The Country abounds in Almonds., and Olives;. and the 
Greeks delight moſt im the ripe Olive pickled, as weiin 
: the green. 

The Gourdes in the Hedges, with their large yellow 
Flowers, and the many ſorts of green Thorns , and ever 
green Oaks, make the ways pleafant. IF 

The 1 Ex corcifers and Chermes-berry,or the Exicvetion; 
ſerving for dying ,and making the Confe&ion of Alcher- 
"Wes GCOWS here, Upon the. high Hills grow 29 0 and 
Helfeborus ; in the fteny Plains Garduns gtoboſys , Gyſtus, 
: Lavender., Marjerome , Roſemary, and other fi aa nel- 
_ ling Plants. The Platanus or Plain-tree;groweth moft fair, 
large, and well ſ pread in Macedonia , affording a refreſhing 
' ſhade ; ſo that iris lefs to be wondredat, that Hrppocrates 
' found Deimucritus ſetting under a Plain-tree at Abders in 
Aﬀfacedduia) Some of the ſeeds and tufts I bronght ina 
"They uſe much Garlick inmoſt of their diſhes;and chats 
'Onyons are extraordinary, as large as'two or' three faiy 
ones with us , and of a farr. better taſte 3. being Th harp, 
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pleaſantly pungent. and without any offch- 
 fveſinel}, Though I wereno lover of Onyons before/, yet 
Iformd theſe exceeding pleaſant , and comfortable tony 
Nomack. They are uſed at moſt collations, and eaten with 
bread in good quantity.” I asked a Chians , then with us, 
whohad travelled throngh moſt of the Twrkifþ Dominions; 
 whither he had any-where met with ſo good Onyons , ab 
theſe of Theſſaly; who anſwered me, that the Onyons' of 
eAgypt were better, which was the firſt time I ſenfibly 
underftood the-expreſſion in Scripture, and ceafed*/+> 
wonder, why the {frae/ites lingred after the Onyons of that 
Country. : 
They have a Fruit which they call Patlejan or-Melan- 
. 24, between a Melon and a Cucumber; out of which 
they make a very pleaſant Diſh ,by taking out the middle 
or ſeeds of it, and filling it up with the meat of Sawſages, 
and then pare it, and boyle it. 
Of the Apents of forrain Countries , there attended on 
the Grand Signior , the Refident of the Emperour of .Ger- 
-14py, the Embafſadour of Ragyſi, and another of Wallechis, 
which are Embaſſadours of the Confines; the Embaſſa- 
dours for Trade , reſiding about Conſtentinple , and not 
obliged to keep cloſe unto the Sw/tan. Lariſſa being ful 
and peſtered with people, the Emperours Refidentdefi- 
red of the Su/tap leave, to abide in ſome Neighbour 
Town; who bade himto make choice of any place,orany 
Houſe he liked ; which conceſſion moved him to caſt his 
eye upon Tornovy, a large and pleaſant City of Theſſaly, a> 
bout ten miles Weſt-ward from Lariſſa, and ſeated near the 
Hills ; where moſt of the Inhabirants are Chriſtians,there 
being onely three Moſchea's, but eighteen Churches of the

I muſt not forget Demetrius ,,a Greek Merchant of Tor- 
zov0, in whom I thought I beheldthe humour of the 0:d 
Greeks, we were divers times entertained at his houſe 
with much generoſity , and hearty freedom. He defired us 
to enjoy his houſe freely , and to be merry after the mode 
of our own Countries : and, as an eſpecial favour, brought 
his two Daughters to bid us wellcome: and we took the 
liberty , after the cuſtom of France, Hollard, and Eng- 
land, to falute them ; they were handſomely attired , after 
the manner of their Country ; their hair brayded and 
hanging down their back ; their ſhooes or ſlippers pain- 
ted, their nayls coloured of a reddiſh colour with Cza or, 
Alcanna ; the leaves of which Plant , poudred and ſteeped 
in water and wine, and layed a night upon their nayls, 
leaveth this tin&ure, and is much uſed in Txrky ; where 
ſome delight alſo to colour the mayns and tayls of their 
Horſes. The Grecians of Scroalſo, who wear gloves (it 
being a rare thing to ſee any here) do colour their gloves 
alſo upon thoſe parts which cover their nayls: Gnas is 
a great Commodity in the Turkiſh Dominions, brought 
out of Arabia and eAfgypt, and to be bought in every 
good Town, or Fair. I brought a pound of it home with 

me, which loſt not its tin&uring quality.

very free, and therefore the Owners of the Horſes took

and very fleet , but.they never dock them, buttheir tayls _ 
grow outat length , and ſometimes they handſomely make 
them up: and in their journeys they often alight from 
them,and trongly pull at their fore-top or forecheag-lock, 
and think that doth much refreſh them., which the Stran- 
gers who travel here call Croatian Provender. 

The Baſſa of Tameſwar preſented Ragotzs# with a Horſe, 
which Ragotzi ſlighting cut off the Horſes Ears, Main, and 
Tayl, and ſent him back again. This perhaps would have 
been thought an.-ornament to an Horſe in Explanyd : butthe 
Baſſe took it as ſuchan affront to his , that he never ceaſed 
from ſtirring up the Sta, and other Princes againſt him, 
and never forgave che injury y but by the help of the Tork, 
Tartar, Emperonr , Poles , and Ragotz#'s own Country-men 
alſo,he wrought at laſt his ruine. | 

For their feeding , they make no high Mangers or Racks, 
. to pull down their food ; but obſerving the rule of na- 
ture, lay their Hay low before them , and almoſt even 
with the ground ; which in long necked Animals , may be 
the moſt commodious way, they are lodged hard,and often 
with little covering. At Lariſſs,where the Town was pe- 
tered with Horſes and Camels: the Yardsof the Houſes 
were full of them , and places'made at the bottom of the 
Wall for their food. | ih. 

In Caravanſars's the Horſes are tyed to a ringle, faſined 
4nto the ſide of a long place, a little elevated, upon which 
the Travellers'take their reſt ; and the hay waslayed a lit 
fle below our feet, whereon the Horſes fed. _ = 
They ploughinore with Oxen then Horſes,and eſpecial- 

ly with Baffel's; and have great variety of Ploughs and 
Carts; ſome whereof I could-not but take notice of in 
Macedonjs, wade with wheels, not conſiſting of I 
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of ſolid waad ,. in the whole piece ; whether ſo. concivnt- | 


far ſtrength, in thoſe rocky Countries, where they mult 
ftrike and force upon ſiich unequalities, I cannox tell. 

We were furniſhed with ſmall things to oblige the peo-" 
ple , where we palſed: and in Houſes where we entred, 
many would. wellcome the Emperours Courier , and ask 
bim what he had brought for them. We' pleaſed them with 

Ciſfers, Knives ; and they would be content, if we gave 
a Glove toone, and the fellow to another. To the women 
we gave ſmall pieces of Exropean Co Pe ; and I was much 
thanked by a Bu/z4riau woman,for a bright cinq ſols piece, 
which ſhe 2dded to the dreſſe of her.Head, over her fore- 
head, with other Coyns ſhe had there before ; ſomeof 
them wearing Duckets Ta Gold, and Pearl, and Stones of 
yalue upon that part, which make no uchandiome thaw. 

Being onely carefull to Keep aur ſelves from thieves , we 
expedied no. ſuch trouble , as we found from wolves and 
dogs , inour journey about the Mountains in Serve; and 
eſpecially in large Woods, we were continually alarmed 
by wolves, eſpecially in the night ; when how ſeldome 
ceaſed to houtein greatnumbers, ad not fromus,; fo 
that-we were forced to be ſollicitgls-inqur guard;, and. to 
to keepcloſe together. Andas the wolyes were trouble» 
ſome, ſo alſo-the-great.number of dogs inthoſe parts were 
yery offealive tous - As ſoay-as WE.Came REAC any Tor.

In Macedonia the men-and wemen would'be- 
take themſefvesinto'the Woods to avoid us ; and we-took 
the pains ſometimes to-ride after them , to undeceive them 
of their folly, and needlefſe frights.

A Terk in 
our company ; obſerving a Georgian Captive much deje- 
Ged at his condition , encouraged him, and bid him be of

Paſſes, according to> the variety of Commodities to. be 
ſold , where a man may recreate himſelf with multiplici- 
ty of fripperies , and things different from thofe of our 
parts, and cannot want variety of Muſick ; which, 
rhough but mean, proved ſome diverſion unto us. The firſt 
Fair wemet with , was at Leſtea. or Leſcovis , upon the. 
River Liperizzgin Servis. 

It was no finall comfort ta us,to find the Country ſo free- 
from the plague , which we onely met with at Preſtina., a 
large Towngon part of the Plains of Cofſeva,when we came 
ifto that place, we were entertained in a.very good haufe,, 
and hrought into a large room', well accommodared with : 
Carpets and other Ornaments; where we found a Terh 1y=- 
ingſick of the plague. The Chiaxu;after the Turkiſh humour,, 
made yothing of it ; but ſme others were not ſb content=. 
ed; andrherefore we removedand travelled inthe nighe,, 
till we came to a Gypſies houſe amangſt the Hills , where:

' Some. experience we had in our return of the Turkiſh

Count Forchats hath a handſome Caſtle here. anda large 
Houſe in the Town, whereof I took the draught. 

The Lutherazs had alſo a School or Colledge here, but - 
ruined with the reſt of the Buildings. They are Tributa-- 
ries to the Turk, paying yearlyeight Hungariſche , almoſt 
four pence of our mony, for every head, whither of Man, 
Woman, Children,Sheep,Oxen, or Horſes. The Children 
are educated to hardſhip , and the Women ſeldome warry-. 
twice. They bathe much,and uſe ſweating naked in Stoves, 


holding their feet in warm water. They uſe Cupping- 


o/afſes alſo very much and ſcarrifications. .In the Convent 
of the Fraxciſcans were onely twelve Friers left; and the 
Romap Chriltians in theſe parts have.few other Prieſts but. 
Monks. | 

Two Hungarian miles from Freiſtat lyeth Banca , where: 


in: a low ground near the River are fifteen Baths ; into. 


three of which the River-water is now entred, the.River 
Waag continually wearing. out its banks by reaſon of its: 
rapid courle... Twenty years-ſince there were a!ſo hot 
Baths on the other ſide of the River, but are now covered 
with the cold ſtream. Theſe Baths leave a whiteſediment- 
inall places, and tinge Copperand Silver immediately as 
black as Ink: Hard by: thefe Baths is Quarry of Stone, 
and fome Veins of Chalk, which were very pleaſing to-be-- 
hold, the Chalk being of all colours except green ; and the 
colours ſo finely mixed, as a painting or marble Paper.

After ſome few days having ſeen the moſt remarkable 
curioſities of Chremnitz , I went to Newſol ; paſſing thoſe 
Hills 5 which lie on the.

top of one of which lyeth a vaſt Stone or Rock alone $y 
it ſelf; near the way-ſide ; theſe Hills afford wood for the 
Service of the Gold-Mine. Paſſing on further we were 


not far from Lz/a, a Village where they find Quick-filver ; 


and after we had travelled over the Quick-filver Hilis, we 
caine again tothe River Gray, upon which Newſo! ſtand- 
eth ; there is a Bridge of wood to paſs the River at this 
Town, and an handſom building of Piles ſhoring creſs the 
River to ſtop the wood thrown into this River , ten miles 
higher , where the Country is very full of wood : and by 
this Artifice without labour or charge, it 1s conveyed to 
Wewſel, to beuſed in the working of the Copper-Ore, 
and in the burning , melting , caſting , hammering of the 
Copper. 

 Newſolis an handſom Town, and hath a large P:azza, 
at the upper end whereof ſtandeth a fair Tower. -The Ca- 
ſtle alſo is worth the ſeeing, in which is the Church co- 
vered over with Copper ; within the Church there are ma- 
ny Figures of carved Wood, and ſome Reliques : but be- 
ing in the poſſeſſion of the Lutherans they are not much re 
earded , though carefully preſerved. As TI alſo obſerved 
in ſome Lutheran Churches in Germany , as at Nuremberg, 
and eMagderurg, where ſome: Reliques had been lefc ; 
which they have not parted with, but ſtill keep as rari- 
Lies. | | 

; Atthis Town, and near unto it,are the greateſt Copper- 
works in Hungary, the body of the Copper being very 
ſtrongly united to its Stone bed, or Ore, the ſeparation of 
it is effe&ed with great labour and difficulty ; for the 
 Copper-Ore taken out of the Mine is burned and melted 
fourteen times before that it becomes fit for uſe ; and firſt 
It is melted with a Stone which they call Flu5-ſteiy , and 
its own drofs, and with Kzs, or a ſort of Pyrites. It isaf- 
terwards carried to the Roſt-hearth , where it is layed up»

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| an oreat ſtacks or heaps of Billets , and thoſe ſet on fire 


underit ; by which means it is burned into a ſubſtance 
called Roft, and this is repeated ſeven or eight times ; af- 
terwards it is melted again in the melting Furnace, and at 
two Furnaces more at Mzſmills, and twice at the Ham- 
mer. | 

Here they alſo melt Ks which 1s brought hither from 
Feſina , which ſubſtance melted is ſerviceable in the mel- 
ting of Silver. | | 

Ar eMziſmillsnot far from hence they get Silver out of 
Copper, which they ſeparate thus : They add Lead tothe 
Copper when it is melted, and take out the Metals melted 
rogether in Spoons or Iron Diſhes. When it is cold they 
give it a ſtrong fireagain as it lyeth upon croſs Bars, untill 
the Silver and Lead melteth and falleth through. When the 
Copper hath paſſed its laſt melting and is fit for uſe , they 
cut it in Pieces, with great Hammers which are ſharp, 
tomove every one of which there is a Mill on purpoſe, 
which with great force lifreth up the Hammer : and to 
ſhape and form it into Veſſels or Plates, they have other 
Hammers , which areflat or round according as they in- 
tend to frame the Copper. 

The Governour of theſe Works at Newſol was highly 


_ ebliping, and beſides the giving us opportunity of ſeeing 


every thing we deſired , he ſent me a. handſom preſent of 
Wine and Fowls, and wrotea Letter to the Prefect of the 
Copper-Mine at j-"—vaC. awd to ſhew me every thing that 
was curious and obſervable in that Mine. 

Herrn-Grunat is a little Town ſeated very high between 
two Hills, upona part of Land of the ſame name, an Haz- 
garian mile diſtant from Newfs!. The Conmtry about was 
then all covered with Snow after we came to ſuch a' 
heighth, but in the Valleys,and in our journey from New- 
ſo? hither we met with none ; fo that we found the Aire 
very

very piercing as we paſſed towards the entrance of the 
Minein Miners habits ; which habit conſiſts of a Linnen 
Coat and Drawers, a ſtiff round Cap, like the crownof 
a Hat, a leather Apron turned behind, and two pieces of 
Leather tyed to the Knees, to defend thoſe parts againſt 
any ſudden ſtriking againſt the Racks, or the fall of Earth 

- upon them. Inthe Mine we were warm enough, 
I went into this Mine through a Guniculus called Tach- 
ſolx, and continued divers hours in the Mine , and viſited 
many of the moſt remarkable places in it. © The ſteep deſ- 
cents in this Mine are made by Ladders or Trees ſet up- 
right, with deep notches or ſtayers cut in them to ſtay the 
foot upon : They are not troubled with water, the Mine 
lying high in the Hill, ſo that the water may drain away ; 
but they are moleſted with duſt, which is choaking and 
fretting, and alſo with pernicious damps. 2 | 
In one place of the Mine they ſhewed me the manner 
how they had lately cured a very bad Damp by a great 
pairof Bellows, which were blown continually for many 
days; andin divers other places the Damps were ſo ſtro 
as to hinder the Work-men very much in their labour, an 
theſe Dainps are not only met with in places where the 
Earth is full of Clay or the like ſubſtances, bur alſo where 
it is rocky, andone place they ſhewed me where there had 
been a pernicious Damp, and yet the Rock ſo hard, that it 
could not be broken by their Inſtruments; but the deſ- 
cemt was all made by the means of Gun-pouder rammed 
into long round holes in theRock, and ſo blown up.  * 
Much of this Mine lyeth in the Rocks where they have 
no need of Wood-work to keep it open, and' ſome paſ- 
ſages lye between the Rock and the Earth , ſo that they are 
kept open upon one fide by Firre-Trees , and on theother 
fide with Stone , the patlages alſo are nor ſo regular as at 
 Chremnits, for many hereare _— horizontal, nor near. 
| | 2 [ſs 
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toa perpendicular;tut moderately inclining up and down, 
and there are many large Cavities within. In one place 
where we deſcended obliquely co go to a remarkable part 
of the Mine, we found thar the Earth had fallen in and 
ſtopped up the paſſage , but one of our Guides unwilling 
to go about, and the Earth being yet lopſe, he made a Bur- 
rough into. it and digged his way through , although the 
-Earth continually fell upon him and covered him; and 
got: at length through and tumbled down amongſt the 
Work-men below, with a great quantity of Earth after him; 
with which they ſo ſpeedily laded their Barrows and 
-Hundes, of which I ſpake before, and the Boys ran away 
-with them with ſuch ſwiftneſs, that ina ſhort time he made 
the paſſage clear again up to the: place where he had left 
Bs. 

'The Veins of this Mine are very large , many of them, 
ſuch as are termed cxmwlate , and the Ore is very rich, inan 
hundred pounds ofOre they ordinarily find twenty pounds 
of Copper, ſometimes thirty, forty, half Copper,and even 
to ſixty in the hundred. Much of the Ore is joyned ſo 
faſt tothe Rock, that tis ſeparated with great difficulty, 
and in wany places the Ore and the Rock are one conti- 
nued Body or Stone, onely with this difference that one 
part of the Rock will yield Copper , the other none ; 
which is knownand diſtinguiſhed by the colour, and eafily 
at firſt ſight, the Copper-Ore being for the moſt part, eſpe- 
cially the beſt of ic , either yellow or black: The yetlow 
- - pure Copper-Ore, the black contains alſoa propertion 
of Silver. 

There are divers forts of Vitriol found in this Mine, 
white, green, blue, anda red clear tranſparent. There is 
ſo a green Earth or Sediment of a green Water, catled 
Berg-Grsn,uſed by the Painters ; there are likewiſe Stones 
Sund of a beautifull'greenand þlue colour, and one ſort

-led the Mother of the Twrco/s. 

There are alſo two:Springs of a Vitriolat Water wy hich 
turn 4ron into Copper , called the oid and the new Zi- 
ment;; theſe Springs lye very deep in the Mine-, and the 
Iron is ordinarily left in the water fourteen days, Theſe 
Waters are very profitable , ſeeing that the worſt ſort of 
Iron, and uſeleſs'old Iron is hereby turned into the pureſt 
ſorr of Copper, which hath this commendation above o- 
ther Copper to be more duGile, malleable, andeafily mel- 
ted ; and I have melted ir without the addition of any 
other ſubſtance , without difficulty. . Whilſt the Ore of 
Copper mult run \ through ſo many-Fires and Furnaces to 
be brought to any thing. Of this ſort of Copper I took a 
good quantity out of-theold Zimert ,. and I took alſo a 
piece of Copper of the Figure of a. Heart. Which had been 
layed in jt eleven or twelve days before. having.the ſame, 
Figure, but as perfedly Iron then,as it is at this.day Cop 
per. Some-will nor.have this to be a Tranſimutation of one 
Metal into another , but* that this Wazer of: the Ziment 
being faturated witha Vitriolum Veperis, and meeting with 
ſuch a body ſy ready to receive it as Mars, it depoſeth J'- 
16, who immediately infinuateth hey ſelf ſo far into Mars, , 
that ſhe doth aividere cf imperare,. and- at laſt ſhe ſubſti- 
tutes her own body and precipirates that of Mars, 

In the changing of Iron.into Copper in. theſe-Springs, 
many parts are indeed often ſeparated, and lye at the bor- 
tom in pouder, but theſe parts arenot Iron but Copper ; 
and I have taken of. this pouder out 'of the Spring, and 
melced it into excellent Copper; ſo that if the Iron be nor - 
changed , I know not what becomes of it. This Opera- . 
tion which nature ſo curiouſly performs in the Mine, I 
have ſince ſeen attempted tobe imitated by Art ;. and ir

After 
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places in the Mine , I returned to the Vermalter of Heyra- 
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Grundt his'Houſe ,- and put my cloaths on again in the 
Stove :- where we were afcerwards yery kindly.cntertain- 
ed. Heſhewed me a Map of that Mine wherein we had 
ſpent moſt part of that day ; and the delineations of all 


thoſe places we had beenat, with a Scale to meaſure the 
 Tengthsand diſtances of all Paſſages and Places in the Mine; 


and it was very delightful toſee ſo large a Draught or Pi-

refreſhing , they repoſing themſelves eight hours in the 
/hollow of a Rock after the ſame tine C, Fent in labour ; 
'befides this Map,he ſhew'd me many curiousMinerals taken 
out of that Mine,and by heating the Copper-Ore,and caſt- 
ing it into water, made the water like ſome natural 
Baths which ariſe*near theſe Hills. And upon my com- 
mending the Ziment waterand its ſtrange Operation upon 


| Tron, he preſented me with divers fair pieces, and a chain 


of Copper tranſmuted in thoſe Springs. They make ab. 
ſo very handfome Cups and Veſſels onr of this ſort of Cop- 
per , and we drank out of one of them which was gilded 


-over, and had a rich piece of Silver-Ore, faſtned inthe mid- 
:dleof it ; and this Inſcription gravedon the outſide :

Silber trag ich , Goldt bedeckt mich. i. e. 


Copper I am, but Iron was of old

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_ From Heryn-Grundt we came to Stvbu , a Town three 


Hungarian miles diſtant from Newſol,and twofrom Chrem- 


#itz; where near un:0a Rivolet there are divers hot Baths 
of great eſteem, and wuch frequented ; the water whereof 


is very clear and ſmells of Sa/phur , the Sediment preew;_ 


it colours the wood over it green and black, but doth not 
change the colour of Metals ſo ſoon as moſt others ; I left 
money in it a whole night, which was yet but faintly co- 
| loured. The Springs ariſe underneath, and paſſe through 
the holes in the plancher of the Baths. 

The heat of theſe is anſwerable to that of the Kings- 
Bath in Erg/and ; there are ſeven in number : The firſt is 
the Noblemans Bath, the ſecond the Gentlewans, the third 
the Country-mans, the fourth the Country-womans, the 
fifth the Beggars Bath,the ſixth for ſuch as are infected with 


the-Lyoes Yenerea,the ſeventh the Bath of the Gypſies. Theſe. 
Baths are in a Plain encowpafied on all fides with Hi!ls,the- 


nigheſt unto them are towards the Eaſt ; and it is the ſame 


ridge of Hills which on the other ſideare fo rich in Me- 


tals, 1 bath'd in one of theſe and met good company that 


I was detained too long, and received ſome inconvenience-- 
from the heat of the Bath, nor could I commend their cu- - 
ſtom of eating, drinking , and ſleeping much while they. 


bathed. 


From S#b'n Bad we went to Bownits, crofling the River-- 
Nitraand leaving Privitz, a large Town on the left hand. 
At Bozxnttz there are alſo five natural. Baths of a moderate -- 
gentle heat delightfull to bathe in , being much beautified 
by Gount Palfs Palatine of Hangary, and all of them co- - 


vered under one large roof. The firſt is the Noblemans 
Bath built of Stone , deſcended imtoon all fides by Stone- 
ſtairs; the other four are of wood, very handſomely- 
and well built, where it.was a pleaſuretousto ſee the Boys 
and Girles dive ſo finely for. any thing that we caſt _ 

cok - Þþout 
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bout this-part of che Country: there groweth very much

From Boinitz we went to Weſtonitz., two Hungarian 
miles, and from Weftonitz the next day,we arrived at Trex- 
| ſehis, which they:count four Hungarian miles ; but ſuch 
long ones they are, that we-were travelling from before 
Sun-rifing till eight of the clock at night, before we cou:d 
Eome to our journeys end, - | | 
Trenſchin is a handſome Town ſeated upon the River 
Waae, over which there isa Bridge of wood ; the P7azz4 
is fair, the Jeſuites Church handſome, the Caſtle ſeated ye- 
ry high,cafily diſcernable at twenty Exeliſh miles diſtance, 
and belonged to the Graff Fellhaſey. There are two warm 
Baths a mile from the Town,and a great.number of Springs 
of Mineral waters in the Country about.. Here we met 
with Count Rothall going from the Emperour to treat with 
Abaffe Prince of Tranſylvania his Commiſſioners at Epe- 
ries, where I engaged ſome of his Attendants to make en- 
quiry into the Salt-Mines of that place , orany other, ac- 
cording to the inſtrugions I left with them , and after- 
wards I received an Account to this effed. 

Half an hours going from the City of Eperies in upper 
ery , there isa Salt-Mine of great note from the firſt 
place of deſcent unto the bottom, tit 15 about one hundred 
and:fourſcore fathoms deep. Into this the Miners deſcend 
firſt. by Ropes, and at laſt by Ladders unto the lower 
parts. The Mine is for the moſt part inan Earthy , and 
not a Rocky ground. 

- The Veinsof Salt are large, and there are pieces to be 
found of ten thouſand pound weight .: they commonly 
hew out vhe Salt' intolong ſquare pieces of two foot in 
length, and one inthickneſs, and for uſe it'is broken and 
grinded between two Grind-ſtones. | 

The Mine is cold and moiſt , but theSalt being a oy 

ſalt, 
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by dampneſs or moiſture ; yet much of the water pry the 


Mine is impregnated with Bile, in ſuch ſort.that | 
drawnout in large buckets , andafterwards boy!'dvup , i 
affords a blackiſh Salt , which they give to their Cartle j 
that Country. 5 
The colour of the ordinary Stone-falrt of this Mine ts 
not very white, but ſomewhat grey ; yetbeingbrokenand 
_grinced to pouder , it becomes as white as if it were.refi- 
ned, and this Salt conſiſts of pointed parts or foffers. Ano- 
ther ſort of Salt there is alſo , Which confifts of Squares 
and Takles; anda third to be found of ſomewhat ftirious 
or long ſhoots, 
Noris all the Salt of this Mine of - one colour , but of 
divers ; that which is found groſly mixc with the Earrh 


receives ſome colour from:it ; andeven that which is moſt 


pure and reſembieth Cryſtal , ' doth often receive tingures 
of ſeveral colours; 1n the middle of a Cryſtal-ſalt with 
long ſhoots, I have ſeen a delicate blue ; and arCount Ro- 
hall his Hdufe at Veernas , I faw a large piece of a fair tran- 
ſparent yellow. There are alſo faine pieces ſo clear and 
hard, that they carve them into divers Figures', as if the 
were Cryſtal A felf. Of all theſe forts mentioned I al 
England ſome - Pieces , and brought them with me into 
ut it is time to conclude this long diſcourſe of Mines 
and Minerals, which may ſeemiof littleconcern unto ma- 
ny; yet for the fatisfaRtion of themore curious in! fo con- 
fiderable a piece of Naturals, in places little known unto 
us.; and withall , undeſcribed by any Englifs Pen that 1 
know : I would-not omit this particular account there- 
of. 

T continued my journey near to the River War , and 
came ; to Move M»efto, and from thence the next: day 20

ers are of the- Rowan Church.. At Schemnits a very fair 
Church was lately taken from the Lutherans ; and they 
;told me that at Boinitz, and the Country about. - Count 
Palfs cauſed all his Latheran Tenants to change, or at leaft 
| to declare the change of their Religion, or elſe to part with 
their Houſesand Lands : There are alſo many Anabaptiſis 
'up and down, more-obſerved for their neat working in 
Mother of.

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inthe farther parts of upper Hungary towards Tranſylua- 
#14; and havethe commendation to ſpeak generally Latin, 
even the Huxgarian Catholicks are much diſſatisfied at 
the intruſion of the Germans , and theirencroaching upon 
them, they look jealouſly upon the Court at Vienns, think 
themſelves not regarded according to their merits or a- 
bility of their Services, nor the Hungarian Priviledges

Having bathed.in the Baths, and taken adranght of the. 
Town, Lleft Badez, and the next conſiderable place was 
Newſfad, oneof the chiefeſt Cities in Auſftr/s ;- it is of a. 
_ Cquare Figure with a P7444 in themiddle of it , roniecs ; 
_ W 
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whereof are arched and ſu pported with Pillars : there are 
four Gates, three whereof, are to be ſeen from the Piazza; 
St: Facobs is the chiefeſt Church which hath two Steeples 
in the Front. The Emperour hath a. Pallace here of a 
ſquare Building with four Towers , which are to be ſeen 
a great way off, a5 isalſo moſt part of the Town. as lying 
ina Marriſh orqund, and in a:plain Country ; it is encom-- 
paſſed with a-Ditch and two Walls, the one very low , the 
other ſeems not ſtrong ; yet- as they told me at onetime 
the Turk could not take it , but left it upon condition that 
they might take ſomething outof the Town ; which being:

votion on foot , although to perform the ſame they muſt 
travel above thirty Engliſh miles. 

We ſtayed at St. Veit, and had the divertiſinent of a Ls- 
tine Comedy at the Frazciſcay Convent, it was in May 
when the higher Hills were covered with ſnow, but the 
lower were all green, full of Firre and Larch-trees z it 
thundred and lightned very much, and as ſoon as it began 
they rung their Bells, Many here have great throats, ſome 
as big as thein heads, many are blind, divers-dumb and 
fools withall ; without the Town there is an Hoſpital for 
ſuch as have loſt their voice , their wits , or are otherwiſe 
oppreſied by their great throats many of them cover their 
throats, which otherwiſe are very ill complexioned in 
cold weather. Men and women have them, the better ſorr 
of people which live well drink wine and good beer ,are 
lefle ſubjeG& ro them. .I ſaw bigger throats in theſe parts, 
then any I had obſerved in the A/pize parts of Savoy. 

St. Veit whoſe name this place beareth was a zealous 
Chriſtian who laboured much in the Converſion of theſe 
parts,and was perſecuted under Dzoclefian.Many Churches 
and Towns do carry his name in other parts of Earope,and 
the people have an opinion of St. Yezt inthe curing of that 
dancing diſeaſe called Chorea Santtti Vits. 

.From hence we travelled to Sat, or Sohza , ancietitly 
a Roman Colonie , and ſet down in the Map of Wolfgangns 
Lezius by the name of Coloxia Soluenfis ; 2 Field near un- 
toit, is called Ager Solvenfis or Zolfeldt , a place very 
fruitfutin Antiquities , many whereof have been carried 
into other parts:. in' this Field I ſaw that nuch-ſpoken 
of Antiquity of the Kings Chair ; it is made of Stone ſet 
together in the formof two Elbow-Chairs turned back to 
back. Upon three of the Stones there are Inſcriptions , 
but ſurely more ancienr then'the Chair. Ar the inſtalling 
of the Duke of Coriatins whither he be King, Prince, or 

R Emperour, 
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= | er he bimſclf or his Subſtitute ſits mn one 
part of the Chair rowards the Eaſt , and a Baur or Coun- 
try-man in the other part of the Chair toward the Weſt ; 
and aiwong other Ceremonies , the Country-man riſeth up 
and preſents the Duke with a fat and a lean Oxe; the 
Duke is obliged to take the lean and return the fat one, and 
af.erwards to receive a genile box on the eare fiom the 

- Country-man, and ſo af:er this manner is inſtalled. 

The Church of Saad is very ancient , and hath eſcaped 
the fury of the Farbarous Nations ; herein I ſaw the Tomb 
of Modeſtus a Companion of S. Perf, it isa plain Monu- 
ment, and they have a Tradition here , that the Tomb hath 
removed it ſeif about a yard nearer unto the Altar then 
where it was firſk placed On the Church Wallsare many 
old Roman Antiquities of good Baſſo relievo, which were 
firſt taken out of Zoffelat ; thoſe which I chiefly obſerved 
were theſe. A Chariot with two. Horſes. A Chariot and 4 
man init. A Wolf licking of fruit fallen ſom a Tree. Hedtor 

faſtned unto the Chariot of Achilles as he was drawn about 
Troy. Four fair Heads unto the middle. Two Wolves , each 
bolding a Horn and a Cup between them, out of which ſhooteth 
a Vine with Leaves and Grapes, this is over the Porch, 
Within the Porch is a G#pid holding ofa bunch of Grapes, 
Romulus and Remus ſucking of a Wolf. Two Figures over | 
the Crucifix by S: Chriſtopher , with ſome others, all which 
Zoldfeldt afforded ; where I alfo ſaw many Inſcriptions, 
ORC Upon a Stone on the South-ſide of the Church , was 
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' Alſodivers Romany Coyns of Copper and Silver found in 
theſe parts, and I brought away a Medal of Trajars in 
Gold. 

From thence we came to C/agerfurt or Claudia of 0d, 
which 1s at preſent the chief Town in Carixthia, a fair 
four ſquare Town encloſed with an handſom Wall ; the 
Rampart 1s very broad, at each corner there is a Baſtion, 
and one in the middle of each Curtain ; the Streets are 
ſtraight and uniform as well as the Works, there isa!ſo a 
very fair P:4zz4 in the middle. For the beauty of this 
place they are behotiden to the Induſtrious Lutherans 
while they beld this Country : The Piazza is adorned 
witha Co.umn of Marble, anda Statue of the Virgin up- 
pan it, a'ſo witha Statue of the Emperour , but above all 
with a noble Fountain in the middle, over whichis a large 
prodigious Dragon made out of one Stone, Hercules with 
a Club ſtanding before it , which the people think to be 
the Statue of a Baur which killed this Dragon in theſe 
arts. This was alſo brought from the above-mentioned 
Field of Saa/. There are three noble Mafly Fountains ok;- 
ſervable in theſe hilly parts, theſe two of Et. Veit and Cla- 
genfurt , and another of white Marble at Saltzburg. 
Among the odd cuſtoms of Carinthia there is an old 
one delivered of this place, that if a man were 
vehemently ſuſpected of theft, they hanged him, x —_ 
and three days after judged of the fa&; if he 
were found guilty they let his body hang till ir be cor- 
rupted, if otherwiſe, they took down the body , buried 
it upon the publick account , and faid prayers for his 
ſoul. Clagenfurt was then full of Souldiers, where T had 
the honour to ſee Count Leſley the chief Commander , Ba- 
ron la Hay, and my Lord Peaſly who hada Company inthe 
Town, whoſe ſingular civilities and favours I cannot ſuf-' 
ficiently acknowledge, they obliged me to beat their Ta- 
R 2 be 
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ble while I ſtayed, and one daywy Lord Lefley carried 
me in his Barge through a handſom ſtreight cur into the 
Werd-Sea or Lake of Clagenfurte to a Houſe of pleaſure 
called Loretto, finely ſeated, and which hath a Chapel in 
i built after the ſame wanner with that of Loretro in Italy, 
which having former!y ſeen, I was the better able to con- 
firm the exad& imitation of it. Count Leſley 1s related to 
NMontecacult, and ſo was pleaſed to give me Letters to View- 
#4, and to other parts : The hanour I had to know the 
right honourable the Earl of Norwich , Earl Marſhall ef 
England, did much encreaſe my kind reception among 
them, whoſe worthy name I found not onely known inthe 
Dominions of the Empire, but afterwardsalſo in Tarky. 
Leaving Clagenfurte, I continued my journey South- 
ward, and after a German mile and half croflſed the River 
Dravss where | found it already a large ſwift River, paſ> 


ſing over two long Bridges of wood, and an Iſland in the 
' middle; and after an hour or twa I began to enter between 


the Hills at a place called the Hammer , where the Iron is 
beaten out, and proceeded in order to my pafſage over 
Mount La#bel. In a ſhort tune entring into as odd a De- 
fert of Rocks as may be ſeen , where there is a great Ceſca- 
ta or fall of waters , and the water hath ſo worn the Rocks 
that all ſeems to be artificial : the way up is made with 
Walls, turning backward and forward with great pains, 
and greater art'then TI could have expeded in this Coun- 
try, ſo we went on winding backward and forward till 
we reached the higheſt paſſage of the great Mountain Luz 
bet, which is a part of the Carxick Alpes, dividing Carin- 
thia and Carniola, and one of the moſt remarkable Hills I 
ever ſaw ; for havipg paſſed up as high as the ſteep Rocks 
and Peaks would permit we turned ſidewiſe by a made way 
which led us into a hole or paſſage cut quite through the 
Mountain, inytating the famed Grotto of the Hill Panſilyps, 

+ | by 
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by Naples: thereis aRoof of Wood-work in the midgle, - 
which 15 continued unto the Carmieliar fide; the Roof of 
this paſlage is high, the length of it is 156. yards, andit 
is four yards broad. 

The manner of paſſing through this Hill was ſurprizing 
unto me , having never read nor heard hereof before, I 
thought it might be ſome work of the old Romans, but I 
was afterwards informed that 1 kk wuch later, and that 
in former time there was no patlage into Carniols this way, 
but they went about by Yillach. At firlt ſight of this hole 
when I was far below it, I conjecured it might be the 
habitation or Chapel of ſome Hermit , but could not ima- 
gin how he ſhould come unto it, till at laſt by the winding 
and turning of the way up the Hill, I did not onely paſs 
through it my ſelf , but met with divers Paſſengers who 
came out of Carmils, and it is ſo well. contrived , that 
the Country carriages and Carts paſs through it every 
day. | 

i aſcending this Hill we had bad weather, rain and 
fierce hail, and the ſnow layed ſill by the way-fide ; 
and being ſo high at the time of a ſtorm , I had an oppors 
tunity to fee the Clouds deſcend , and after it was paſt to 
aſcend again {0 high, as to get over part of the Mountain, - 
and a ſtream of them paſſed through the ho'e out of Gar- 
xziola into Cerinthis , oppoſitely unto us! who paſſed out of 
Carinthia into Carniels, or out of Karmten into Craen. 

This noble paſſage being already ſo well contrived, and 
in the Country of a laborious and induſtrious people, is 
like to be continued , who remove the ſnow with great 
pains inthe Winter,and keep the way paſſable, as we-con+ 
rinually aſcended rill we came to this Gyotre , ſo when we 
were once got through it we alwayes defcended, and came 
firſt toS. Arna,two Engliſh miles downward then ro New- 
ftattela German wile and. halt further ſt3ll deſcending, and 
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proceeded till we cameto Grainburg , whichis thought to 
have been formeriy Garnoatinum, a good Town ſeated upon 
the River Sous, from: whence through a fair Plain four 

German miles lang,we came to Labach or Lubtana the chief 
City of Carmols ; ho River Labach-runneth through it, 
which falleth afterwards into the Sav#s It 1san handſom 
City witha Caſtle ſeated upon an Hill which over-looketh 
' two large Valleys-to the North and South, and hath a fair 
Profped& of many Hills and Caſties, but being commanded «. 
by another Hill not far fron it, it 1s neglected, although we 
find that it hach endured a ſtrong Siege , for while the Em- | 
perour' Frederick was receiving the Crown at Aken, his 

Brother Alberts and Count UHlrick took the advantape to 
beſiege it, but it made ſo good reſiſtance that the Empe- 
rour had time to raiſe the Siege and deſtroy the Army. At 
Labach T happily met with Mr. Tofh a Scotch Apothecary 

in that Town, who was very civil unto ine, informing me 
of the places about , and ſhewing me many Curioſities, and 

the ſeveral Minerals of thoſe parts. 

This place is conceived to be old Nawportus famous 

for the landing of the 4r2gonantes , who ſetting forth from 
Argos Pelaſgicum in Theſſaly ſayled unto Colchos on the 
Eaſt-fide of the Exxine Sea , but being purſued by the 
King of Colchos his Veſſels diſpatched after them, they de- 
clined returning by the Helleſpont', but bearing North- 
ward entred the mouth of Ifer or Daxubizs, and pafſed up 

the River till they came to the concurrence of the Dany- 

bins and the Sawns , and taking up the Savas they came to 

the River Labach , and went up that River landing abour 

this place anciently called Nauportas , and then travelled 

to the Adriatick Sea and returned unto Greece. to that in 
ny travels I had been near their ſetting out in Theſſaly, and - . 
at the place of their landing in Carmiota. L 

From hence wetravelled towards the Zirchnitzer-See, 

or 
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or famous ftrange Lake of Zirchnitz having the Marſhes © 
on our left hand, and the Hills on our right , till we came 
to Brounitza,ang then paſſing over them we came to Zirch- 
zitz, a Townof about three hundred Houſes, which giveth 
the name unto the Lake, here I applyed my ſelf unto 4x- 
areas VWifer the Richter or Judge of the Town who affor- 
ded me directions and accommodations for the viewing of . 
the Lake; and went down to Seedorff, a Village ba'f a mile 
nearer the Lake, and then to A7deraorff, where I took Boat 
and ſpent ſome time upon the Lake. bk 

_ _ This Lake isabout two.Germarn miles long, and one 
broad, encompaſſtd with-Hilis at ſome diſtance, and upon: 
the South-ſ1de lyeth a Foreſt part of Birzbavwmer Foreſt, 
which extendeth a great way , wherein are many Dear, 
wild Boars, Foxes, Wolves and Bears. 

Every year in ſome part of the Month of Fuxe;, the: 
water of this Lake deſcendeth under-ground through 
many great holes at the bottoms ; and in the Month of 
September returneth again by the ſame holes; and witha <<? 
ſpeedy aſcent , ſpringing and mounting up to the heighth 
of a Pike, and ſoon covering that tra&:of ground agpain.. 
When the water is under-ground , the. Earth wakes a ſpee- - 
dy produdGion of Graſs yielding food far Cattel in the: 
Winter, and at the ſame tiwe, Hares, Deer and Boars reſort 
to this place out of the Country, and the fore-mentioned 
Forreſt, and are ofcen.taken by the people. _ | 

The Lake affordeth plenty of Fiſh, but they fiſh bus- 
by permiſſion, for the Prince of Eckenberg is Lord there-: 
of, and a good part of the Country about , but up-. 
on the going away of the water , all have liberty to take: 
Fiſh, which they do by ſtanding in the water by the holes, 
and ſo intercepting their paſſage take great plenty of 
them , which otherwiſe would follow the water under-: 
ground, and not returnagain untill Seprember. I could.nac

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' heat that any unknown Fiſhes were brought up by the wa- 
cter,, but thoſe which come up are of the ſame kind with 
thoſe which went down, which area kindof Carp, Tench, 
Eeels, and ſuchas are common in other Lakes ; and they 
are rather | wo then looſers hereby, when they came up, 
for the Fiſh having ſpawned before , the frye that goeth 
down hath had about three months growth under-ground 
when they are brought up again. 

\ The Ground under the Lake is very unequal , and the 
water not near of the ſame depth , bur in ſome places four 
foot , and then ſuddenly again twenty yards deep : and 

becauſe the Fiſh frequent the Valleys or deeper places, 

- more then the Hills or eminent parts, the Fiſhermen whe

I paſſed over the five firſt mentioned Vallyes, and went 

'td a noted Stone called the Fiſhers Stone , by the appear- 
-ance whereof they can conje&ure how ſoon the water will 
deſcend, and by an Hill , which when the water is high 

becometh a pleaſant Iſland; and then returned. 

They cangive no account that this Lake hath fayled any 
year to deſcend and ariſe again , or have any tradition how 
long this property of the Lake hath been obſerved. Some 
Lakes haye been thade by Earthquakes, but it is more* 
| probable 
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probable that: this hath been from all Antiquity, and ac- 
cording to the beſt conjeaures , this is the Luges Palgs of 
Straho, and therefore more ſtrange that the Ancients are 
filent in this remarkable account. 

Theneareft Sea unto this Lake is the Sizxs Tergeſtines, 
and Sinus Flenaticns , the Gulf of Triefte , and the Gulf af 
Paecvero. And not many miles from hence are the Heads 
of divers conſiderable Rivers, as that of Lahack, the Cor- 
cor45 Or Gurk, the Golapis or Culp, which run into the S4- 
#5. "The Vipae or ammis frigidns which runs into Lyſonſo by 
Goritia, and divers more, but whither theſe Rivers ariſe 
where the Lake falleth, I could not learn. | 
 TheGround not far from this Lake is very hollow and 
full of Caverns, and I obſerved many Caverns and deep 
holes in other parts of Car»iols ſomewhat like unto El- 
den hole in Darbyſbire, and I was informed by the moft 
confiderable perſons at Zeirchnits that the Prince of 
Eckenberg had the curiofity to go intoone of them , and 
came our again upontheſide of an Hill. | 

. I was upon conſideration whether I-ſhould go froni 
hence unto Tergeflums now Triefte a Port-Town of the Em= 
perours in the Aariatick-Sea, and then by Ship to Vexre,, 
but having been in many Mines before I had a deſire alſo 
to ſce the famous Quick-filver Mine at Idris in the Coun- 
ty of Geritie; and parting from Zirchnitz I paſſed by 

Loverg, and travelled over Mountainous.parts till-I came 
to lara, which is encompaſſed with Hills onall fides, and 
a River of the ſame name runs by it, which although 
Leafdro terms ſuperbiſ/ipro feame d Idris \ yet I found it 
ſinall and ſhallowat the time when I was there, upon plen- 
tiful rains chowſoever it proves Tufficient to, convey: | 
down the Firre=trees, and other wood required in the 
building of the Mines,andalſofor fuel neceſſary in the ſer- 

viceof them ; and to this-end there isanhandfom m__— | 
| S ics 
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Piles made floaping athwart the River, after the ſame 
manner as I obſerved at Newſo! in upper Hungary crofs 
the River Graz ).to ſtop the Trees which are cut down 
and caſt into the River above this place. - - : 

What is. chiefly. conſiderable in this Town are the 
Quick-filver Mines, very.well known to the neighbour- 
ing parts, and exceeding uſefull ta many at preater di- 
ſtance. | | 

The entrance into theſe Mines 18-not high or upon an 
Hill, but in the Town. it ſelf, whereby they are fomewhar 
the more troubled with water,againſt which they are pro- 


vided with many excellent Engines and Devices, asat o-_ 


ther deep Mines ; the deepeſt part of: the Mine from the 
entrance is between one hundred and. twenty, and one 
hundred and thirty fathoms. | 


Of the Quick-ſilver of this Mine. they have two ſorts, 


the one called Fungfraw-, that is virgin. Quick-filver , the 
other plain Quick-filver, virgin Mercury .they call thar 
which diſcovers it ſelf without the help of fire, and is ei- 
ther plainly to be ſeen inthe Earth or Ore, or-falls down 
in little drops in the Mine, and ſometimes ſtreams out in 
good quantity ; as about ſeyen years ago it-ran out of the 
. Earth at firſt ina ſtream as ſivall asa thred, and afterwards 
| aSbigas a Pack-thred,but geas'd in three or four days. - 
-  Thatalſois accounted virgin Quick-filver ,. which ha- 

ving no need to pals the fire, is ſeparated by water firſt in 
aSive, and afterwards ina long Trough, having very ſmall 
boles at one end, ſo that there is in a manner two forts of 


Virgin Mercury ; the one running out and diſcovering it 


| ſelf without labour, the other requiring ſome way of ex- 
. tration and ſeparation, though not fo high an one as by 
fire. IT | 
Plain Quick-filver they name that which is'not at firſt per- 
ceived by theeye, or falls from the Ore, but-is forced our 


by 
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by fire, and this they obtain out of the Ore, or out of the 
natural Cinnaber of Mercury which they dig out of this 
Mine. The Ore is of a dark colour mixed with red, but 
the beſt is a hard Stone which they commit not preſently 
fo rhe fire , but ponder it grofly and work it by the five, 
that ſo if any Virgin Quick-ſilver be found init, it may 
be ſeparated in this manner, and whae doth not paſs the 
five , way be ſeparated. by fire in Iron Furnaces, fifty of 
chem ina fire. | 

The Quick-filyer-Ore of this Mine is the richeſt of all 
.Ores I have yetſeen, for ordinarily it contains in it half 
Quick-filver , and in two parts of Ore one part of Quick- 
filver, and ſometimes in three parts of Ore, two parts of 
Quick-filver. = 7 

I went into-the Mine by the Pit of St. Jgatha, and came 
up again. by that of St. Barbare, deſcending and aſcen- 
ding by Ladders ; I aſcended at one of fix hundred and 
thirty nine ſtaves, or eighty nine fathoms. Szſerws in Kir- 
cher's Mundas ſubterraneas makes ſucha dreadful deſerip- 
tion of this Mine , that it might diſcourage any from at- 
tempting the deſcent , which makes me doubt , whether he 
had been in any other Mine , eſpecially where the deſcent 
is made by Ladders. | 

In a Laboratory where the Quick-filver is ſeparated 
by fire , I ſaw an heap of ſixteen thouſand retorts of Iron , 
every one of which coſts a Crown at the beſt hand from 
the Iron Furnaces in Garizthia : hereinarealſoat onetime 
eight hundred retorts, andas many recipients employed 
together in drawing over the Quickſilver in ſixteen Fur- 
naces, fifry incach Furnace, twenty five of a fide, twelve 
above, and thirteen below of each ſide. 

Fune 12. 1669, When I was there they carried out. 
forty ſaumes of Quick-filver into forrain parts , each ſaume 
containing three hundred and fifteen potind weight to the 
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valite of four thonfand Ducatsof Gold, Sega ©CON-- 
veyance be not caſte , for it is carryed upon Horſes backs, 
two final Barrels upon each Horſe , yer fome is fent as far 
as Chremnitz in Hanpary for the uſe of the Gold Mine, and 
ſome into Swedey, and other remote parts. | 

In the: Caſtle I faw three thouſand faumes of Quick- 
ftver together in Barrels ; the Quick-ſilver being firſt 
made up indouble Leather , and inanother Houfeas nmch 
rich Oreas can bediſtilled in two years, except they have 
preat plerity of rain to: bring down the woed , but the Hills 
being high-abour them , it ſnows at the tops of them ofcner- 
then'it rains. 

Thofe Strangers who come into the Caſtle of Tar/#, have- 
their names ſet down ina Repiſter-Book , with the Coun- 
ery of which they are Natives , and the Catalogue is large, 
but'of Enzljfh men there are few ; of late years onely Mr.. 
Evelyn and Dr. Pope, with their Company , of whoſe. ob- 
fervations'there 1s an-handſom account inthe Philoſopht- 
cal Tranſactions fome time ſince, Thisplace is 'the-more 
grateful to-Str -- in refpe& 'that it being a Frontier 
Town: and bordering upon - divers Nations , many -Lan- 
are: ancleoftove -here., and I obſervedthar there 
were tive ſpoken freely by the Officers and'better ſort of 
People, |beſides:Frenth which was norexcluded:from this 
place , thouph-not Tacſteemed or defired.. viz. Frotiay, 
Selavontan, German, Latinand Haelian. - 

Leaving Idris I paſſed over Swartzenberp or the black 
Mountain, anddeſcended abour ten miles throngh a ſtony 
Country farr worſe then 'the Graw or: Nony 'Plain im Pro- 
vence, ad came to Ydeſbiai and then to Grritiaor Norejia 
of old, the chiefeſt place of the Country of Goritra ,: im 
ſeated and over-looking a fair Plain to- the South-Weſt. 
Fhe Emperours' Governour of this Country lIiveth m the 
Caſtle,:and bach had of Jatea Guard pranted untohim,/ha- 
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ving been ſetviipon by a Gentleman of the Country , who * 
for that fact was baniſhed, and his Houſe raſed. 

Travelling in the night , we had ſometimes about us a 
great number of large Glow-worms , which put into pa- 
pers: gave-a dim light ; and in ſome places in the Plains 
the Air-was full of flaming flies affording ſome delight to 
US. . 

The Garmobians ſpeak a Dialedt of the Sclavonian , but 
inthelſe parts they have a Languagecalled Lingua Fullana, 
or Friwans; be that ſpeaketh i{ralian may underſtand 
much theveof. The Lords Prayer in that Langiage begin- - 
neth thus, Part Aeftiri ch ces in Cijl fee Santificaat tuto 
Bom, Co. 

That neat kind of Acer whereof Violins and Muſical 
Inftrumentsare made, profpers well in:theſe parts ,as alfa 
in Garz1olaand Seultzburglandt wherethey make Trenchers 
and Tables of 'it, andatan <caſfie rate; I brought ſome of 
the:fatr.broad Leavesfrom:thence. 

Leaving :Goritia 1 paſſed the River Sox#ius or Liſones - 
which ariſing in the Hills above runs into the Advriatich - 
Sea. Near this River, Odeacer who-had made himſelf King * 
of--ltaly, was :flaimin-a tBattel 'by Theodorick 'King of the 
Goths. Afterwards travelling on through Medows, -I came. 
uato theſtrongand well fortified/City of Palme Nova. 

All this long Circuit - untill we-came within a mile of 
Paima: Neue we were intheiEmperours:Dominions , which: 
are much larger then. commonly apprehended , and-having 
toonerorJater ſeen: thegreateſt part thereof, I cannot but 
be.of: that opinion , for he-potleſſeth all , Auſtris ; Styria, . 
Garinthia, Carniela, part of Croatia, Iftris,and Frinli, part 
of A/jztia ,:thelarge County :of Tirolis , the large Country 
of-Bokemia ,o Moravia , Silefia, and ſome part of :Luſatiz, 
and a confderable:part- of Hungeria; from Presbours to - 
Trekerzind-Zathwer , above two hundred and-fifty miles, 
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and the Inhabitants of theſe-Countrys-beingan hardy ſtour 
and valiantPeople,I cannot but think him a great and poy- 

erful Prince,aud-an happy Bulwark of Chriſtendom againſt

: Palma Nova in Friwli is the largeſt regular Fortification 

I have obſerved, it hathnine Baſtions, bearingthe names 

of ſome noble Yenetians , which have little to be accepted 

againſt but their round ears, on each Curtain there are two 
Cavalliers, the Rampart is much higher then the Wall, the 

Ditch is thirty paces broad , and twelve deep; it is kept 

dry to render the Town more healcthfull , but may be filled 

with waterupon occaſion, as that of Frexza, much where- 

of is kept dry leaſt it ſhould injure their deep Sellers : 

there are three Gates, Ports Maritima, Porta de Cividal,and 

Porta dai Udinze. They were then making one fair Half- 

Moon before each Gate : In the Center of the City is fixed 

a Standard over a Triple Well,-in the middleof a Sexangu- 

lar Piazz4,from whencea man way ſee the three Gates and 

ſix Streets quite through the Town. The P:azzs is beau- 
 Cified with the Front of the Dows Church, divers Statues , 

= and an Obelisk much guilded. 

E __ - . Inthemiddleof the Bridge there is a Draw-bridge made 
3 with ſuch Artifice,that. the Centinel diſcovering any force 
approaching , may by onely touching a certain Iron with 
his foot draw up the Bridge ; many handſom-contrivances 
for Draw-bridges I had ſeen in other.parts ſometimes ma- 
ny upon one Bridge, and not onely one after or behind 
another, ' but alſo ſometimes two or three ona breſt , the 
outermoſt ones ſerving for the retreat of the'foot, thatin 
the-middle* for the Horſe-and Carriages. 'Some Drays- 
bridgesare not to lifrup,but tobe drawn onone fide, and 
ſo þy- onely curning of it like to the opening of -a Gate 
Paſſengers are- conveyed over the Moat and landed ;. bur 
:thoſe which pleaſed me moſt were the Draw-bridges at 
Amſterdans, 
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Amſterdam; which part in the middle , and a Veſſel though 
under ſay! way paſle them, without the help. of any oneon 
ſhoar, for the Maſt, head,or break-water of the Ship, bear- 
ing againſt the Bridge in the middle, openeth it. 

At Palma Nova the. Venetians have wade a cut from the 
Sea to the Town capable of good Veſſels, and broad and 
deep enough to bring proviſions and ſupplies upon occa- 
ſion to this place. . 6 

This is at preſent eſteemed one of the nobleſt Fortifica» 
tions in Exrope, begun by the Venetians 1594. and is a no- 
tab'e Bullwark of their State and Italy, for this way the 
Huns and. barbarous Nations. paſſed into Italy, and this 
way the Terks have formerly made in-roads..a'\moſt as far 
as Treviſo. AY 

Having ſeen many of the chief Fortifications in Exrepe, 
T had the greater defire to take a view of this, becauſe it 
carrieth ſo great a fame,and is ſaid to have been contrived 
by Military advice from all parts, and as alſo becauſe the 
Vexetians would have it believed to be the nobleſt, Fortifi- 

- cation, not onely in Exrope , but in the world ; 1] heartily 
wiſh they may never know a complete Turkiſh Army before - 
it, eſpecially when ever they are in'no good condition to | 
relieve it. If the Emperour through whoſe Countrys the 
Turks muſt paſs to come to this place, and the Republick: 
hold firm, it will be hard for the T#xk to come unto it, and: 
if the Turk ſhould beat ſuch a peace with the YVenetians as

From Pa/ms Nova I went to Marar St. Vito, a Port - EE

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"Town of the Vexetiens in Frizi, ſo named from Ct. Firs, 
who is ſaid to have been buried inthis place. 

At this Town we took a Fellcs, and ſayling by the ſhoar 
of Friuli or Patrie , we paſſed by Porto df Tajamento , and 
ame to Ce/horle. In this Iand there is a Church dedicated 
tothe Bleſſed Virgin ſeated upon the -Sea-ſhoar nigh the 
Waves, yet ſaid never to be overflowed by the Sea, being 
as it were the Halcyozx Neaſt of its Patronefs, and a place 
of remarkable devotion. On this ſhoar we refreſhed our 
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ſelves and were divertiſed at Sea in ſeeing them take Shetl- 


fiſh, and then paſling by Livezza , where the Sea came for- 


.merly up as high as Opiterginm , and afterwards by Porte 


#i Piave , latrived at Venice entring by the Porto de Ca- 
tell: paſſing by the Certhuſians Convent, and landed ar the 
| Piazza of St. Mark. TREE | 
Here I foundthe whole City highly concerned for the 
Hazardous State of Cundis, which was loſt ſoon after, Do- 
mikico Gantarini the preſent Duke was fedulous in that af- 
fair. The Voyage of Ghiron Frenciſco Marcheſe Villa , 'Ge- 
neral of the Infanterieof Geydia , with a journal of a Siege 
had been lately publifhed, and was in many hands. | 
- There was alſoa ſupply of Auxiliaries in good readi- 
neſs; it was at that time a more then ordinary hot Seaſon, 
and-ſome of our Zaghfh-Sea Captains and Maſters told me, 
that they had ſeldom met with ſuch hot weather even be- 
rween'the Troprots. .

wice, and having reviewed what was moſt confiderable;and 
renewed my acquaintance with fome worthy courteons : 
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In order thereto I took Poat at Yenice and landed-at 
Meſtre a pretty Town, and the beſt place for accommo- 
dation for ſuch as travel into Germany by Tirol, or into 
Avnſtria by Frinlt;from hence I travelled ten miles through 
a pleaſant plain Country ti:1 1 came to Treviſo or Tarws- 
finm , which giveth the name unto the Country about ,' Le 
eMarca Trevigiana , a handſom City adorned with good 
Houſes, Churches , Towers, and Fountains. The clear Ri- 
ver Site or S//orunneth through it , and afterwards into the 
Sea between Meftre and Muraps ; it aboundeth in good 
Winesand Fruit, and was a chief Seat of the Lozbaras in 
theſe parts. 

From thence I came to Lowaaipa, and croſſed the great 
River Pave, Plavis,or Anaſſus, which ariſing in the Moun- . 
tains, paſſeth by the Cities of Belluna and Feltre , then to 
Goncian or Conighian , and next to Sacilic or Sacillum , for- 
merly a Biſhops See under the Patriarch of Aquilejia, a 
pleaſant and well-buijlt place eſteemed the Garden of the 

Republick,and ſeated by the River Livenza or Liquentia, 
which paſſing by Motta runneth into the Gulf of Vexice. 

Here I took a guide to: condu@ me throngh the Plains 
and Meadows, and came to Sp:/inbergo,where I again took 
a Guide to croſs the ſwift River Taiamerto or Tiliaventum; 
this is eſteemed the greateſt River in Fr/ul/, ariſingabove 
in the Fuliap Alpes, and running down into the Adriatick 
Sea, and often over-flowing a great part of the plain Coun- 
ry. 

Tos far from Sp:lmbergo, I paſſed a neat River or no- - 
table Cut called La Brextella, ſixteen miles long, made by 
the Venetians for the better bringing down of waod from 
the Mountains to be uſed in the making of Glafſes at My- 
74; it isall paved with a good Stone , bottom and ſides, 
the bottom 15 round, ſo that it is ſomewhat like a Tube 
opened or ſplit in two.

night; from thence I came to Pontebaor Ponte Fella upon 
the River Fella, the exact Confines between the Venetian 
and Imperial Dominions, and ſurely a man can ſeldom. paſs 
more clearly and diſtinaly from one Country unto another 
then in this Town ; on one ſide of the Bridge live Italians 
Subjecs unto the State of YVerzce, on the other fide Ger- 
24s , Subjeds unto the Emperour. Upon the one fide 
cheir Buildings,their manner of living,their empty Rooms, 
kree Windows, Iron Bedſteads ſhow them to be 1raliars : 
On the other fide immediately their Stoves , higher Bed- 
ſteads, Feather-beds one over another , ſquare Tables, and 
their Baſon- and Cloath by the Wall declare them ro be 
Germans ; the Bridge it ſelf is alſo half Ira/iaz, half Dazch, 
one part being built of Stone, and the other of great Trees 
haidover after the Germas fafhion of making Bridges. Be-_

Rocks were covered , how a Snow-ball 
thrown down froma Mountain would ſo gather and aug- 
-- ment inthe fall, as to do great miſchref in the Valley, and

bur'before I came to ViHack 1 wentto ſee the Natural Baths 
which were not much out of the way at the foot of an Hill 
about an Exgiijh mile from the Town and in good eſteem. 
There are two clear Sulphureous Baths, but very gently 
warm, and havean acid and no unpleaſant taſte ; the bot- 
com is not planchered nor paved, but hath its own natural 
Spring and ſettlement with it; yet into one there is a hot 
Spring let in which ariſeth by it ; they are large and have 
ſtairs to deſcend into them , with little Rooms of wood 
about them for accommodation , they are covered over, 
and they bathe in them cloathed with ſhirt and drawers 
as in Auſtria. | | 

Not far from hence 1s a Lake called the Offacher See, 
from Offiack a Town upon the ſide thereof, and is one of 
the moſt conſiderable Lakes in Carinthia , there being be- 
fides it, theſe which are remarkable, the Wkire Lake , the 
Millſtatter , the Werd , and the Forchtes ; this Lake doth 
not onely abound in Fiſh , but affordeth great plenty of 
Offiacker Nuts, which the people cat, and ſome make 
Bread of ; which notwithſtanding upon examination I 
found to be no other then very large Sceds of Tribulus 4- 
quaticus, ar water Gallthorps.

He preſented me alſo with ma- 
ny handſom natural Curiofities colle&ed by him in thofe 
parts, one of which among the re(t I cannot but mention 
which was a rich large fair piece of natural Cinnaber 
found in Crewalt , or in the Forreſt of Cre-, two Germay 
mi:es from St. Yext's in the Lordſhip of Oofterwitz , where 
there hath been great quantities found out, for the Hery 
vor Standach above thirty years ago, as he was hunting in 
this Forreſt, being thirſty and laying down to drink out of 
2 lict:e ſtream which runneth from the top of the Hill, he 


perceived the ſtream to be full of Cinaber, but fince it 


hath been ſo diligently ſearched afrer, that without work- 
ing and digging for it, there is little to be found. 

From St. Veiztz continued my journey by Frieſach, 
where formerly there was a Gold Mine , and then by New-

This my return from YVexice to Viewna , about three hun- 


dred and fifty Irahanmiles, was the moſt quiet journey I 
ever made, for not meeting with good Company I perform- 
ed it alone, and uponone Horſe ;' and although there are 
feveral Nations, and no leſs then four Languages ſpoken 
upon this road , yet I met with ng diſturbance from any, 
nor did any one ask from whence I came, or whither I 
would goe. no trouble as to Bills of health , and good ac- 


_,commodation. in the Innes at an eaſfie rate, they are for:the 


moſt parta plain People, make good Souldiers, little mu- 


rinous, but obedient to commands. and hardy , andare of 


good uſe and ſervice unto the Emperour. 
In my travels in Germany I ſeldom failed to meet with

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Fews , but inthis journey I met with none, or ſuch as I 
could not well diſtinguiſh., for though there were then 
whole Villeges of Jews in Auſtria, yet they were prohibi- 
ted in Styria, and ſeverely baniſhed out of Cartythia , fo 
that for thoſe Fews who travelled between Venice and 
Vienna; the Emperour diſpenceth with them as to their 
Ruff, and the Vezetiaxsas to their red Hat. 

To ſay any thing of Vieyzza may ſeem ſuperfluous , di- 
vers having written thereof, and it might fall betcerin , if 
ever I ſhould deſcribe my journey from the Low Coun- 
trys to Vienna, and from Vienna by the way of Moravia, 
Bohemia , Miſnmia, Saxonia unto Hamburg ; mean while [ 
would no longer defer to give ſome account of places 
leſs known or leſs deſcribed in Pannonian, Dacian, Ma- 
ſian, Grecian, Noricum, and Illyrian Countrys, which in

That St. Ferome was a Pannonian may be granted , but 
that he,was a Native of Hurgaria , ſtrickly taken way be 
doubted, for he was born in Szridop , now conceived tobe 
Stredopx-or Streyna , on the inward or Weſtern ſide of the 
River eMar, before it runneth into:the Dravas; and is ac- 
counted in Szeirmark, 

Itis ſaid by Plinie Curſus Savi 150. mille paſſuum, that 
the courſe of the Savas is an hundred ray; fifty miles, 
which if accounted frow the head is much too ſhort, and 
not much more then half the meaſure thereof.

. the heat would be intolerable ;- and I could not but take 
notice how pleaſantly the poor Peafants in: the Alpine 
' Countrys divertiſed themſelves in the Fields , and after 
: their labour would. be lively and brisk , ſometimes. play

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at Cards , with Cards of a fpan long;fuch as they have in : 
thoſe Countrys, while the rich Country-men in i 
were faint and gaſping for breath , nor did it any thing a- 
vail-them chat A4uſtr7e was more Northern then Styria or | 
Carinthia, for there may be as much difference as to the - 
temperature of the Air, and as to heat and cold in one 
mile, as inten degrees of Latitude, and he that would cool 
and refreſh himfelf in the Summer , had better goeup to 
the top of thenext Hill , then remove into a far more Nor-. 
thern Country. I have been ready to freeze on the top of 
a Hill, and inan hours time after have ſuffered as great in- 
convenience from the heat of the Valley;at the rifing of the 
Sun I have been upon a Hill with a clear sky,and good wea- 
ther, and have ſeena. Valley incompaſied with Mountains 
and covered all over with Clouds much below us, the Sun 
ſhining upon the upper part of the Clouds made them ap- 
pear like fine Down or Wooll,and made the ſofteſt ſweet- 
eſt lights and ſhadows imaginable ; afterwards when we - 
deſcended into this Valley under the Clouds we had no 
ſuch pleaſant Proſped , but were rained upon themoſt 
part of the day. . In that hot Country of 47abia travel-" - 
lers complain moſt of the cold they ſuffer in paſſing the - 
Hills. The Mountains in Italy and Spazy are ſome of them 
covered with Snow and Ice-all the Summer long, T have 
heard that Mount Az/as is ſoalſo, from Dr. Pxiler who + 
lately travelled in thoſe parts, and from others ; when in 
Great Br:ta:z there 1s no ſugh thing. At Loxdop we have 
Winters for the moſt part favourable, when Captain James + 
who went to diſcover the North-weſt paſſage,and to ſearch 
if there were any communication- between the . Atlantick 
Ocean and the South Sea in the Northern part of America, 
as there is in the Southern , ſuffered more hardſhip in the 
ſame degree of Laticude then the nine Ex liſh men who 
were left al! the Winter in Greez/and , and Baffir , on the 
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contrary ; upon theſame deſign had a pleaſant voyage in 
anopen Sea, and met with Inhabitants upon the Shoar, 
till he-came within nine degrees of the Pole.
